On Madison it is nearly as bad, although 
by repeated complaints and active measures 
property-owners have succeeded in getting the 
ferce moved back within eight feet of the 
curbstone as the law provides, leaving a 
mnesger passageway between the fence and the 
cartracks for pedestrians. The fence on 
Dearborn street stands out four feet farther 
into the street than the law allows. 

While the public is+ jostling and scurrying 
about on the outside all is serene inside the 
fence, A few workmen are laboring at their 
leisure, and building material is stored away 
as if calculated to remain indefinitely. There 
is plenty of room.inside .the building to store 
the numerous tool-chests, piles of terra-cotta, 
and stacks of steel girders, but they are 
stored in the street. Mortar is mixed in the 
street, when there 1s room enough in the cel- 
lar. The only things absolutely necessary 


within the inclosure are a derrick and an en- - 


gine on the north side of the, building. Even 
these are idle more than half of the time. 


The Contractor’s Admission. 

Elias F. Gobel is the contractor for the 
work of the building. He admitted yesterday 
that the fence had been up a great deal longer 
than it ought to have been. His only excuse 
was that there had been a delay in getting the 
steel girders and columns owing to the strikes 


| in the steel works. In the words of a city of- 
ficial who was seen yesterday, ‘* The strikes in 


the steel works have been made to cover a 
multitude of sins on the part of contractors.”

REPUBLIOAN VOTERS PLAOE THEIR 
NAMES ON THE BOOKS. | 


Two Hundred and Sixty Thousand Citizens 
Qualify to Exercise the Franchise— 
Heavy Lists Recorded in Precincts 

- Throughout the City-—The Result Dis- 

advantageous to the Democrats—Com- 
missioners Attempt to Invade the Rights 
of Election Clerks. 

The registration in Chicago this year will 
be about 260,000. It may exceed that figure. 
It cannot be much under it. The registra- 
tion yesterday, like the registration of the 
previous Tuesday, was the largest in the 
strong Republican wards and precincts, and 
despite all the boasts of the Democrats to the 


contrary was in favor of the Republicans. . 


The ward committeemen of the party worked 
hard all day ana were specially diligent in the 
evening. This was the’ case in the Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth, 
Thirty-second, and Thirty-fourth Wards.

The following are Secs. 2,678, 2,682, and 
2.683 of Art. 61 of the city ordinances, ver- 
batim, which bears upon the matter of street 
obstructions ; 


The Commissioner of Public Works is 
hereby authorized to order any article or 
thing whatsoever which may incumber or 
obstruct any street, alley, public landing, 
wharf, or pier within said city to, be re- 
moved; if such article or thing shall not 
be removed within six hours after notice 


to the owner or person in charge thereof 


to remove the same, or if the owner can- 
not be readily found for the purpose of 
such notice, he shall cause the same to bé 
removed to some suitable place, to be 
designated by the said Commissioner. And 
the owner of any article so removed shall 
forfeit a penalty of $10 in addition to the 
cost of such removal. 


The owner of any building, fence, porch, 
steps, gallery, or other obstruction now 
standing, or which may hereafter be erect- 
ed or placed upon any street, alley, or 
sidewalk, or public ground within this 
city, or which may be left standing upon 
any new street that has been or may here- 
after be opened, shell remove the same 
within such reasonable time, not exceed- 
ing thirty nor less thah three days, as he 
shall be required so to do by a notice 
signed by the Commissioner of Public 
Works, under a penalty of not less than 

nor more than $100, and a further 
Penalty of $10 for every day tne same 
shall so remain. 


Whenever the owner of any building, 
fence, or other obstruction upon any street, 
, or sidewalk, or public ground in this 

_ tity shall refuse or neglect to remove the 
Same after notice as described in the pre- 


_ @eding section; or if the owner can not be

Mr. Gobel stoutly denied the imputation 
that the fence was left standing for the ben- 
efit of an advertising sign company. He said 
that cut no figure and that the amount the 
contractor received from the sign men was 
insignificant. ‘To show what the fence brings 
in to the advertising agents at the expense of 
public inconvenience the following figures 
are presented: The signs on the Madison 
street side occupy a space sixty-two feet long 
and on the Dearborn street side 104 feet, mak- 
ing 166 feet. For this space the advertising 
sign company receives $1 a week a foot, or 
$166 a week. 

‘Some time ago,” said J. R. Woodbridge, 
No. 100 Madison street, “‘ the city authorities 
made a crusade on street signs. Here astreet 
sign is not only allowed to become a nuisance 
to the public, but is actually painted on a 
fence by permission of the Street Commis- 
sioner. True, the fence is up and the paint of 
the sign doesn’t take up any space, but it 


| doesn’t seem right that a private concern 
should profit by a pubhe misfortune, and I

‘contractors over the long standing of the fence 


is not caused by some of that $1 a week a foot 
sign money.

Danger to Life and Limb. 


**So you figured that sixty people passed the 
fence in a minute today,” said the policeman 
who wears star No. 2802 and stands at the 
crossing near the fence. ‘‘ Well, that’s a 
sinall estimate. It’s acold day and not half 
as many as usual are out. T’ve seen people 
wedged in there between the fence and the 
street cars time and again, when I thought 
somebody would be hurt. Talk about danger 
to life and limb from falling stones and 
timbers, I think there is a much greater 
danger in crewding people out into the street. 
During Thursday and Friday the ends of the 
fence were down to let the people through, 
but Saturday, when the crowd was almost as 
great, the bars were put up, although not one 
stroke of work was being done on the build- 
ing.”’ : 

J. R. Woodbridge & Co. occupy a store at 
No. 100 Madison street, immediately west of 
the new building. Mr. Woodbridge told the 
story of his difficulty with the fence to a re- 
porter yesterday. 

‘‘When I saw them putting up the fence 
six months ago I did not say anything until I 
had looked up the law. I found that in cases 
where there were no car tracks in the street 
builders had a right to occupy one-third of 
the street outside of and beyond the curb- 
stone. But where there are car tracks, as is 
the case on Madison street, only eight feet 
from the curbstone is allowed by law. I 
found that not regarding the car tracks the 
contractor who had charge of tearing down 
the old building had fenced in one-third of 
the street. After calling in a city inspector 
and fighting the thing out with the contractor 
we wade him abide by the law and put the 
fence back within eight feet of the curb. The 
people on Dearborn street appear tu have 
been ignorant of what their rights were, for 
the fence stands there twelve feet out from 
the curbstone in direct violation of the law 
and to the inconvenience of the public who 
are forced against the side of passing vehicles, 
spattered with mud, and otherwise molested. 
It’s bad enough on the Madison side, but it’s 
infinitely worse on the Dearborn siae. 

His Trade Has Fallen Off. 

“The fence has been up since May 1. Dur- 
mg that time my trade has fallen off to an 
alarming extent. All summer many of my old 
customers have been telling me that they were 
trading with me atan inconvenience. They 
don’t care to trade where they are liable to be 
knocked down and severely spattered up with

Park wards. George W. Crawford had charge 
of the eastern precincts of the Thirty-second, 
which were somewhat neglected last week. 
At 10 o’clock the new registration in those 
precincts averaged thirty, at 6 o’clock the 
average was seventy-five, and it was antici- 
pated that it would reach 100 a precinct. 
Judge Condee and Ald. Kerr worked hard in 
the eastern precincts, and it was the opinion 
at 7 o’clock that the total registration for the 
ward would exceed 8,000, or nearly 400 a pre- 
cinct. 

The registration in the Thirty-fourth Ward 
was well attended to by John  Sein- 
werth, the county committgeman, and P. 
H. Schmitz of the Congressional committee. 
The registration there last week was nearly 
7,000. About 2,000 names were added to the 
registry yesterday. The registration in the 
Englewood precincts of the Thirtieth Ward 
and throughout the Thirty-first Ward was sat- 
isfactory. More attention was paid to the 
Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth Wards than the 
previous Tuesday. The registration in the 
Thirtieth will be close on 12,000. 

Registration was heaviest in the eastern 
precincts of the First Ward. ILhere it aver- 
aged over ninety a precinct, probably 100, 
In the western lodging house precincts 
the Democrats appear to have ex- 
hausted their powers the previous 
Tuesday, and the new registration was 
light. The same is true of the eastern 
precincts of the Eighteenth and the western 
precincts of the Twenty-fourth Wards. Regis- 
tration in the eastern precincts of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward averaged over 60 a precinct at 4 
o’clock and probably exceeded 100 before the 
close of the polls. Commutteeman Stratton 
made up for lost time in getting out the Re- 
publican vote. 

Republicans All Register. 


Ex-Ald. Eisfeldt had charge of the Twentieth 
Ward for the Republicans and a full party 
vote was registered. Every voter was 
notified. The ward was thoroughly can- 
vassed. Harry F. Donovan managed 
for the Democrats, but he got out 
the Democratic vote the preceding Tuesday 
and had not much todo yesterday. A large 
new vote was registered in the two Lake View 
wards. The registration in the Twenty-fifth 
will be nearly 6,000, 

In the West Side wards the Democrats were 
most active. They tried to make up for their 
failure the previous week in the Eighth, Ninth, 
Nineteenth, and Sixteenth Wards and were 
only moderately successful. The Republic- 
ans worked hardest in the Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Fourteenth Wards. 
The registration in those wards is nearly com- 
plete as far as the Republicans are 
concerned. The registered vote of the Elev- 
enth will be nearly 8,000 and in the Tweifth 
about 13,000. The ward committeemen la- 
bored earnestly. Good work was also done 
in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Wards. Re. 
publicans made their canvass with their usual 
energy, zeal, and success, 

Even in the Sixth Ward and the Twenty- 
ninth Republicans worked harmoniously dur- 
ing the day. 

Certain instructions sent out by the Elec. 
tion Commissioners puzzled the judges and 
clerks somewhat. They were marked “ im- 
portant,” but as one or two of the 
instructions appeared to be clearly 
in opposition to the letter and spirit of the 
law no attention was paid to them. The Com- 
missioners withdrew the illegal instructions 
to clerks which they issued last week. But 
they issued cthers in their stead which were 
scarcely better. They omitted from those in- 
structions the provision of the law to the effect 
that one clerk can make the canvass of his 
precinct alone in case the other clerk refuses 
to make it with him. But the Republican 
clerks. read THe Trisune’s instructions 
on this subject and were not de. 
ceived by the purposely vague 
misleading circular. _The Election Com- 
missioners in obedience to the command. of 
the Democratic Campaign committee have 
tried hard to make it appear that unless the 
two clerks made the canvass together no can- 
vass could be made. Of course this is not the 
case. If it were then the Democratic clerks 
could prevent the canvass of precincts where 
the registry was stuffed. The Republican 
clerks were specially instructed as to the law 
in this matter yesterday and will act accord- 
ingly. 

Complaint was made yesterday that the 
Commissioners had violated the law in send- 
ing out but one verification list toeach pre 
cinct instead of two. According to custom

two books have been sent out preceding elec. 
tion, but this year one Was given out in order 
to insure obedience of the rule that clerks 
should act jointly in makmg the canvass. This 
high-handed and illegal action on the part of 
the Election Commissi@ners cannot pre- 
vent the canvass made. The 
clerk as a canvasser @8n make his own 
verification list. And the law provides that 
either of the clerks in Making the canvass 
‘may demand of the Superintendent, Cap- 
tain, Lieutenant, or other person having com- 
mand of the police in Such portion of the 
city, village, or town, to’ furnish a policeman 
to accompany them and protect them in their 
duties when necessary; and it shall be the 
duty of such Superintendent, Captain, Lieu- 
tenant, or other person Raving authority over 
such police in such locality to furnish a po- 
liceman for such purpose.” No Republican 
clerk, therefore, should permit himself to be 
bulidozed, annoyed, or obstructed in the dis- 
charge of his duty. The anxiety of the Elec- 
tion Commissioners about the two clerks act- 
ing in coneert bears but one interpretation, and 
that is, it is iatended to prevent the proper 
revision of the registry,.lest it might hurt 
the Democrats. It is pretended that the anxi- 
ety arises out of the custom of sending sus- 
pect notices to persons who are admittedly 


- entitled to vote. Few such notices have been 


sent out, and there is noé @ case on record 
where any genuine voter was deprived of the 
franchise by such a practice. 

A large number of Washington Pension and 
Printing Office clerks presented themselves at 
the polls for registration yesterday. Some 
were refused, and those accepted were told 
that their names would be followed on the 
bovks with a mark indicating that they were 
not qualified voters. This treatment brought 
nearly a hundred clerks to the Com missioner’s 
office during the day to demand an explana- 
tion. Those who had not registered were ad- 


vised to go back and have their names en- | 


tered. The law clearly provides that the 
clerks shall register all applicants, but it pro- 
vides that.in the columm headed ‘“ Qualified 
voter ’ the word “‘ No’ shall be written.in 
cases where the Registry Board decides that 
the person is not entitled toa ballot. In ac- 
cordance with these instructions the names of 
most of the applicants were entered on the 
registry before tne polls closed. 


. There is no doubt of the right of those 


clerks to be registered in the precincts of their 
former residences in this city. They have the 
same right to be registered, for instance, 
that Minister Robert Lincoln has_ to 
be registered in the precinct of his Chicago 
residence. The muddled officials at the Elec- 
tion Commissioner’s office, however, were not 
able to make up their minds as to that yester- 
day. Commissioners Hutchings and Schweis- 
thal gave some views and had themselves 
interviewed about the matter. Their views 
and interviews are not of the slightest im- 
portance. The government clerks will have 
to be registered. They cannot be deprived of 
their votes through the stupidity of election 
officials. A mandamus will speedily settle the 
question, if that course is necessary, 

Record for the Day. 

If the outlying wards registered as strongly 
as the First and Twenty-fourth Wards yester- 
day the total registration for the day will be 
in the neighborhood of 75,000 and the total 
registration for thé two days will be over 260,-

In Other Wards.

In the Twenty-fourth Ward yesterday 2,300 
new voters were registered, bringing the total 
upto 8,400 In the First Precinct the new 
registration was 109, in the Sixth 59, in the 
Twelfth 85, in the Seventh 87. These are all 
Republican precincts. 

The Monticello club of Hyde Park hired 
boys to go about on bicycles to notify the 
Democrats who had not registered. 

An entirely reliable correspondent. residing 
in the Twenty-ninth Ward writes as follows: 

Prior to the last registration day a policeman 
doing dutyin the Twenty-ninth Ward, in the 
Stock- Yards district, bad occasion to arrest six 
thugs for beating and robbing a man in ‘the still 
hours of the night.

When 
anybody fights a Forman he can make up his 
mind to do battle with a dozen brothers and 
brothers-in-law, all of whom are well-to-do, 
so far as this world’s goods go. They stand 
together under any and all circumstances, so 
that 1t has come to be a proverb in Southern 
[ilinois that the Formans are a unit. Four 
years ago the incumbent of the office of Con- 
gressman from the district with the help of all 
of his relatives was only able to beat Jehu 
Baker by seventéen votes. The nominee of 
the Republican party this year is one of the 
best speakere in Southern Illinois, a man of 
most exemplary character and exceedingly 
popular in allthe sections of the country. 
He has instituted a most systematic 
and thorough campaign, employing clerks 
and stenographers in answering correspond-

ence and in the distribution of campaign lit- 
erature. Four years ago this district was 
earried by the Republican Electoral ticket 
with a majority of 340. Northcott has a rea- 
sonably good show of success, although he 
has not received the proper amount of recog- 
nition from the committees having the matter 
in charge in the way of speakers. Some pe- 
culiar antics have been displayed in this par- 
ticular. Good speakers and plenty of them 
have been sent by the Republican committees 
into Jefferson and Madison Counties, where 
the party has not a ghost of a chance to gain 
a vote. So Mr. Northcott has been left to 
make a single-handed fight. This he has done 
against tremendous odds, and it is more than 
a possibility that he will be successful. 

The Forty-second Senatorial District is com- 
posed of the Counties of Washington, Bond, 
and Clinton. It was represented in the last 
General Assembly by ‘“‘Farmer Brink,” a 
German Democrat, who had been in the Illi- 
nois Legislature on several previous occa- 
sions. To Mr. Brink’s credit be it said he 
was an honest, painstaking, conscientious 
public servant and did a great deal for his 
district. He is also a prominent member of 
the Lutheran Church. Farmer Brink was en- 
titled to a renomination, but the wire-working 
Democrats foolishly turned him down‘’and 
‘nominated in his stead a lawyer by the name 
of Tom Ford, who lives over in Carlyle. 

This district is the headquarters of the Ger- 
man Lutheran Church in Southern Illinois. 
There are fifteen or twenty churches 6f this 
denomination in Washington County alone. 
The headquarters of the church is at Hoyle- 
ton, Farmer Brink’s home. The natural ma- 
jorities of the counties in the district are: 
Bond, Republican by 400; Washington, Re- 
publican, 250; Clinton, Democratic, 950. This 
would give the Democrats a majority of 300. 
Four years ago the district gave the Cleveland 
Electors a majority of 119. 

Farmer Brink feels bad about the way he 
was treated by the Democratic convention. 
He will support the head of the ticket, but that 
is about all he will do. The Republicans ex- 
ercised good judgment and discretion in the 
selection of their candidate for the Senate— 
Henry Fricke, aman of 35 years of age, a 
German tarmer and one of the leaders of the 
German Lutheran Church. Mr. Fricke owns a 
farm near Okawville, which he, operates at a 
decided profit. He is the secretary of many 
of the organizations of the German Lutheran 
Church and exceedingly well known and pop- 
ular in church circles. Heisa man of good 
education and of good repute in the com- 
munity in which he résides. It is about an 
even thing that Fricke is elected. He is de- 
voting all his time to the visitation of his 
friends, not giving much attention to public 
demonstrations. The district is 400 against 
him, but it is believed that he will overcome 
this plurality and succeed Farmer Brink, 
thus redeeming a district now represented by 
a Democrat.

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ASSAULTED NEAR HIS DOORSTEPS, 


A. W. Green, the Attorney, Knocked Down 
by South Side Footpads. 

A. W. Green of the firm of Goudy & Green, 
attorneys, was assaulted just before dark last 
evening near the steps of his home, on Green- 
wood avenue, between Forty-ninth and Fif- 
tieth streets, among the best residences of 
fashionable Kenwood. The assault, which 
was most brutal in its nature and unexpected, 
was made by two men, who, from all the cir- 
cumstances, were footpads. So unlooked for 
was their approach and so sudden the assault 
that Mr. Green will nut be able to identify the 
mén, and it is expected that no arrests will 
follow. . | 

The attorney left his down-town office short- 
ly after 5 o’clock and tovk an Lllinois Central 
train for his Kenwood home. He leit the train 
at Forty-seventh street at 5:30 and started 
west to Greenwood avenue on foot. Reach- 
ing this he turned south and walked toward 
his home. He was alone and partly oblivious 
of his surroundings. As he crossed Forty- 
ninth street he was suddenly struck on the 
head from behind. So severe was the blow 
that he fell half unconscious to the ground, 
and being unaware that any one was near 
him so far as he could think at all, he con- 
cluded for the moment that he had stumbled 
and fallen. 

When he attempted to arise, however, he 
found that he was pinioned to the ground by 
strong arms, and the first motion he made to 
recover himself was followed by a second 
stunning blow on the back of the head. He 
then realized his position, and knowing that 
he had desperate assailants with whom to 
contend, with the blood blinding his eyes he 
gathered his strength for the encounter. As 
he did so again to his surprise he was sudden- 
ly freed, and the footpads broke away. By 
this time it was dark, and so far as he was 
able to see at all Mr. Green could only catch 
sight of two shapes rapidly disappearing in 
the darkness, 

Recovering himself he arose to his feet, 
when he found that his watch chain 
was broken and that a locket 
he usually wore upon it was missing 
Mr. Green then turned and proceeded as best 
he could under the circumstances to his resi- 
dence, No, 4935 Greenwood avenue. Here his 
wounds were dressed, and it was found that, 
while of a most painful nature, they were not 
serious. 

When the Hyde Park police were notified a 
detail of men was at once sent to the place of 
the assault and to Mr. Green’s house, but the 
latter being unable to give anything like an 
adequate description of the men the officers 
were handicapped in their work, though they 
are making a rigid search of the neighbor- 
hood. When inspection was made of the 
ground where thé assault took place the locket 
torn from Mr. Green’s watch chain was found 
lying near by, where it evidently had dropped 
when the watch was grasped or had fallen 
from the hands of the would-be robbers. They 
secured nothing from Mr. Green. , 

Mr. Green was seen at his home, Mr. 
Green’s left eye is badly blackened, his left 


and has other bruises about his face and head, 
all evidently inflicted with a “‘ billy ” or slung- 
shot. Mr. Green said: “I was on my way 
home from my office, and had reached a spot 
about 150 feet from the corner of Forty-ninth 
street when I suddenly found myself on my 
back. I thought at first I had run across a 
wire or some other obstruction. Then I 
felt blows raining upon my face and head and 
knew that my life was ia peril. I struggied 
to my knees and tried to grapple with one of 
two men who were behind me. At that mo- 
ment both men ran away. I regained my 
feet and attempted to chase them, but was too 
much stunned to doso, The thieves fortu- 
nately got nothing from me, though I had ‘a 
considerable amount of money and other val- 
uables upon my person. I feel pretty badly 
shaken up, but the doctor says there is no feri- 
ous harm done. I can’t give any description 
of my assailants whatever, but I have no 
doubt that their only motive was robbery.”

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AMERICANS IN PARIS TO MEET. 


Minister Coolidge Calls Them Together— 
Sends a Cable Message. 

Panis, Oct. 25.—T. Jefferson Coolidge, the 
American Minister to France, has sent a cable 
dispatch to President Harrison expressing 
great sorrow at the heavy loss that has be- 
fallen him in the death of Mrs. Harrison. Mr. 
Coolidge has called a meeting of the Ameri- 
cans in Paris for the purpose of adopting reso- 
lutions of sympathy with the President and 
the members of his family. 

Lonpox, Oct. 26.—The Chronicle says: 
“Great sympathy with President Harrison 
will be felt everywhere. Mrs. Harrison was 
the counterpart of her husband, whose private 
character is admired and respected everywhere 
by his political enemies.” 

The News eulogizes the dead and praises her 
courage in going to Washington when she 
knew her illness was fatal, adding: ‘** She had 
won the regard of the American Nation by her 
worth of character and devotion to her hus- 
band.”’ 

The Graphic says: “‘Wethink his success 
1s partly due to his wife’s counsel and inspira- 
tion. Her death comes at a peculiarly cruel 
moment.”’ 

The Times says: *‘The death of Mrs. Har- 
rison is an event of more than ordinary im- 
portance, inasmuch as her husband’s success 
may in a large degree be ascribed to her. 
Wide in her culture, catholic in her tastes and 
ideas, she broadened her wide circle of friends 
with advancing years. Her death will cause 
genuine, widespread sorrow.” 


DEATHS WITHIN THE WHITE HOUSE, 


Sad Passages of History Connected with 
the Chief Executives’ Mansion. ~ 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]— 
Since the establishment of the national capi- 
tal at Washington five deaths have occurred 
within the walls of the Executive Mansion. 
The first was Gen. William Heary Harrison, 
who was inaugurated March 4, 1841, and with- 
in seven weeks died. He was under a great 
political pressure preceding his election, 
which added to the nervous strain caused by 
the crowd of officeseekers. He frequently 
sought seclusion in the open air, thereby 
contracting the severe cold which brought 
his career to an end April 21, 1&1 
Gen. Harrison’s death was followed within 
two years by that of Mrs. Tyler, who was an 
invalid when she came to the White House. 
President Zachary Taylor who was the next 
todie in the White House, was killed bya 
Fourth of July celebration. Independence 
Day, 1850, he sat in the sun at the Washington 
monument. The midsummer heat was exces- 
sive and he drank freely of ice water while on 
the stand. Upon his return to the White 
House he was tempted bya fine basket of 
cherries and he also-drank several goblets of 
iced milk. A severe attack of cholera morbus 
followed. His condition soon grew so serious 
that in forty-eight hours he realized that his 
recovery was impossible. 

Willie Lincoln, the President’s 13-year-old 
son, died in 1862, when smallpox was epidem- 
ic in this city. Despite all the precautions 
taken by the President’s family the boy con- 
tracted the disease which proved fatal. Death 
has not entered a Presidential household with- 
in the White House since that of Grandpa 
Dent, father of Mrs. Grant, during the second 
term of Grant’s administration. 

One of the most sensational deaths im the 
White House was that of Munister Allen of 
Hawaii, who was then Dean of the Diplomatic 
Corps. Inthe midst of President Arthur’s 
New Year’s day official reception the diplomat 
was stricken without warning. All the nation- 
al and foreign dignitaries were assembled in 
the East Room. Fresident Arthur stood in 
the Blue Room receiving the congratulations 
appropriate to the occasion. Suddenly Min. 
ister Allen tottered and fell, He was assisted 
to the cloak-room and died before medical aid 
could reach him. 

President Lincoln died in a little house op- 
posite Ford’s Theater, where he was stricken 
down by the assassin’s bullet.” His body was 
subsequently embalmed in the White House 
and his funeral took place from there. The 
body of President Garfield was brought to 
Washington from Elberon, but the burial 
services, instead of being held in the White 
House, took place at the Capitol.

Both Republican and Democratic Commit- 
tees Honor Mrs. Harrison’s Memory.

Switchmen Declare They Will Tie Up Every 
Road in the Country.

force them to concede to the demands of the

The plans are all made for a 
giant uprising, atid the demands this fall are 
to test the attitude ofthe railroads towards 
us. The Buffalo switetimen are biding their 
time until next spring, when they will take 
part in astrike which will extend from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. and from the great 
lakes to the gulf. The uprising will be na- 
tional.”’ ; 

Homestzgap, Pa., Oct. | 25.—President 
Wethle and President-elect Garland of the 
Amalgamated Association held a secret con- 
sultation here yesterday with Advisory Board 
officials and rumors are being circulated that 
the strike may be declared off. Belva Lock- 
wood visited Homestead yesterday for the 
Universal Peace Commission and investigated 
the strike. Last night Charles Mitchell, a 
workman, in passing along Eighth avenue on 
his way to work was set upon by a party of 
men and probably fatally injured. John 
Gilder, who was with Mitchell at the time, was 
severely beaten, but escaped with 
less dangerous injuries. Another man, whose 
name could not be learned, was also as- 
saulted. Later, a piece of brick was thrown 
through the window of Deputy Sheriff 
Young’s room on Third avenue, but it missed 
the intended victim. A boarding-house, where 
the colored non-unionists lodge, was also at- 
tacked and every window in the front of the 
house broken.

OPIUM AND SMUGGLERS ARE CAPTURED. 


A Special Treasury Agent Takes Three 
Men and a Quantity of the Drug. 

Suspenston Bripas, N. Y., Oct 25.—[Spe- 
cial.|—One of the heaviest opium seizures 
ever made on the Canadian border was made 
by Special Agent C. E. Lewis of the Treasury 
Department this evening atthis port. While 
standing in the Grand Trunk Station at Toron- 
to at 4:55 o’clock this afternoon Mr. Lewis 
noticed a messenger boy come into the station 
and leave a box in the sleeping car St. Regis 
Falls, then the boy, stopping on the platform, 
notified the colored porter of the car, named 
Williams, that the box had been left. within 
the car. Williams responded: “All right.” 

the officer got into the car and noticed the 
box in Section 1. Soon George Johnson, an 
ex-news agent, aged about 28 years, anda 
friend aged about 35 boarded the train. Off- 
cer Lewis knew Johnson had handled opium 
before and he became interested in two large 
satcheis carried by Johnson’s partner. Be- 
tween Hamilton and Toronto Johnson’s 
friend, whose name is believed to be J. E. Adams 
of Portland, took Johnson's coat and one of 
the satchels and entered the closet of the car. 
When he came out the coat made quite a 
bundle and together they tied it up 
tight on the seat in plain sight of 
the inspector. Upon the arrival of the 
train at Hamilton both Johnson and Adams 
bought through tickets for New York and 
entered the sleeper St. Regis Falls and took 
seats in the smoking compartment. One of 
the porters secreted the bundle and satchel in 
the center of the car. When the train arrived 
at this station and after the customary inspec- 
tion Special Agent Lewis, who was on guard, 
detained the car and instituted a search. The 
box was found and it is known to contain 
clothing. In the coat and valises of the men 
he had been watching Special Agent Lewis 
found a good quantity of opium. The colored 
porter, Williams, and Johnson and Adams 
were immediately placed under arrest and are 
in jail here now. 


EFFECT OF THE DROUGHT ON WHEAT. 


A Good Deal Was Sowed Late and Is Not 
Much Injured, 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
There are many complaints of wheat being 
injured from drought and insects in Sanga- 
mon County. In many fields only athird of 
the grain has sprouted. Complaints are more 
numerous south of Litchtield. The late frosts 
have checked the ruinous work of insects, but 
the prospects are not flattering.

=| CROKER’S FINE HAND. 


HIS CORPORATION OOUNSEL KNIFES 
THE FAT PROPHET. 


New York and County Democracy Held to 
Be Not Recognized Organizations and 
Their Tickets Cannot Contain Names of 
the Presidential Electors—How Tam- 
many Holds the Game—The Great Rati- 
fication at the Wigwam—Hill and Flow- 
er Speak to the Spellbinders. 

New York, Oct. 26.—[Special. ]}—Tammany’s 
attitude towards Mr. Cleveland is now clearly 
defined. The machine desires his defeat, and 
under the astute leadership of Mr. Croker has 
found a means to effect that end without in- 
curring the odium of political treachery. 
Nothing of greater significance has taken 
place during the campaign pussibly than Cor- 
poration Counsel Clarke’s opinion, rendered 
today, that the names of the Demecratic 
Presidential Electors may not legally be 
printed on the ballots of the two anti-Tam- 
mahy organizations, the Cuunty and the New 
York Democracy. The Tammany Police 
Board has control of the election machinery 
and will govern itself by this decisjon. Ad- 
inittedly it will cust Cleveland thousands of 
votes. During the weeks and months of dis- 
cussion asto the advisability of nominating 
one or more local Demovratic tickets ia 
opposition to Tammany, it was argued that 
by so doing many thousands of vutes would 
be secured for the Presidential candidates. 
The more Democratic votes brought to the 
polls, the more votes for Cleveland. The 
candidate himself was quoted as favoring the 
idea. And during the weeks and months of 
discussion neither Mr. Croker nor any Tam.- 
many man said one word about this fine 
point of law, which was immediately raised 
by Mr. Croker himself after the tocal conven- 
tions had been held. Evidently Tammany in- 
tends to keep the letter of its pledge to sup- 
port the national ticket, but not the spirit of 
it. Mr. Croker’s shrewd trick deserves to be- 
come famous in the annals of American 
politics. 

Yesterday Corporation Counsel Clarke was 
asked by the Police Board as to the legality of 
penne the names of the Democratic Presi- 

ential Electors on the County Democracy’s 
ballots. Today Mr. Clarke sent the board an 
opinion. After quoti several chapters of 
the laws of 1892 which have reference to the 
filing of certificates of nomination, the opin- 
ion concludes:

- Appeals has been filed with the Secretary of State 


is conclusive against the claim of the New York 
County Democracy and the New York Democracy 
to have official ballots printed in behalf of 
such organizations as separate and distinct 
political parties, so far as offices to be filled by 
the votes of the entire State are concerned. It is 
amatter of common. knowledge that the repre- 
sentatives of the organizations named were denied 
admission tothe last Democratic State conven- 
tion, ana have no representation on the present 
State committee. It follows, therefore, under 
the rule indicated by the court. that the organiza- 
tions named are not entitled to have the names of 
the Democratic candidates for Presidential Elect- 
ors and Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals 
printed upon their ballots, 

Rumors were circulating tonight that the 
County Democracy would withdraw their lo- 
cal ticket. These reports received strength 
from a story, seemingly well authenticated, 
that John W. Goff would decline to run 
for additional Surrogate. Ex-Congressman 
Quinn, the County Democracy candidate for 
Mayor, however, denied that he intended to 
retire from the field. Prominent members of 
the County Democracy decline to verify the 
rumors.

TAMMANY’S FORCED RATIFICATION, 


Hill and Flower Discourse Democracy to 
the Braves. 

New Yorx, Oct. 25.—(Special. ]|—The hosts 
of Tammany were assembled this evening toa 
perfunctory ratitication of the nomination of 
Cleveland and Stevenson. The main meeting 
was held in the Tammany Halil wigwam on 
Fourteenth street. Senator Hill repeated his 
celebrated act of lauding the Democratic 
party and ignoring Cleveland. Gov. Flower 
stultified himself by forgetting his declaration 
at Chicago that Cleveland would lose New 
York State by 50,000, Nearly a hundred 
other speakers of less or no prominence per- 
formed as ‘“ spellbinders.’”’ Ten overflow 


meetings were held, one for Germans ia the | 


lower halland nine others about platforms 
erected in Foufteenth street, between Third 
and Fourth avenues, The crowds were ail 
enthusiastic for Tammany. 

Mr. Hill said in part: 

Today the great reliance of intelligent political 
observers for the success of our naibenal enuah- 
dates in this State is upon the immense majority 
which is expected to be rolled up in this city 
under the auspices of the magnificent organiza- 
tion of Tammany Hall, which in recent years has 
known no such word as defeat, and to which all 
eyes are now turned and upén which our hopes 
are centered. Those who, because of personal 
disappointments, or because candidates 
of their particular choice have . not 
been nominated, would encourage the temporary 
defeat of their party, usually live to regret their 
action and to realize how difficult it is for that 
party to regain the ground that has been unwisely 
and foolishly lost. 

I believe in a healthy, strong, and vigorous par- 
tisanship. This does not mean the manifestation 
of a narrow, hidebound, or selfish spirit. 1 sug- 
gest to our opponents that their tariff bill should 
declare upon its face something like this: ‘* Where- 
as, nO more revenue than is already provided for 
is now needed for the support of the government, 
but it is desirable that certain pri- 
vate industries of the country should 
be encouraged and pretected at public expense. 
therefore, under the taxing power vested in Con- 
gress, the following duties are hereby imposed for 
the purpose of affording the encouragement and 
protection desired.’’ Sucha recital would fairly 
raise the precise question at issue between the 
two parties, and its determination would place 
one or the other of them in the wrong. 

Will our Republican friends accept my proposi- 
tion? We have not advocated and .do not advo- 
cate free trade, because the government needs 
revenues for its support; and rather 
than to resort to direct taxation 
to secure them we favor duties 
upon imports as the best and easiest method of 
obtaining those revenues. ‘' We denounce protec- 
tion as a fraud, as a robbery of a great majority 
of the American people for the benefit of a few,”’ 
is the vigorous but truthful language of the Dem- 
cratic national platform. 

It will be observed that it is Republican protec- 
tion that is thus denounced—not the mild protec- 
tion of our early history to infant industries, when 
the excuse for it was more defensible. The Re- 
publican protection of today.is not even the pro- 
tection of yesterday. It becomes wgrse and worse

| DEATH OF GEN. J. W. TUTTLE OF IOWA 


The Hero of Fort Donelson Dies of Paral- 
ysis at Casa Grande, Ari. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Oct. 25.—Gen. James W. 
Tuttle, the hero of Fort Donelson, died yes- 
terday at Casa Grande, Ari., of paralysis. 
His remains will be shipped Lere. 


[James Madison Tuttle was born near Summer- 
field, Madison County, O., Sept. 24, 1823, and was 
educated in the public schools. He settled in 
Farmington, Van ene County, Ia., in 1546, and 
soon after engaged in mercantile pursuits. While 
living in a Buren County he filled the 
offices of Sheriff, Treasurer, and Recorder, 
but was littie. known outside the county 
until he enter the service of the United 
States at the breaking out of the civil war. 
Early in 1861 Gen. Tuttle closed up his business 
hastily and recruited a company, of which he was 
elected Captain. In the following May his com- 


pany was assigned to the Second Iowa infantry. 


~At its rendezvous he was chosen Lieutenant- 


Colonel, and soon after was made Colonel of the 
regiment. There were but few officers who made 
a better military record than Gen. Tuttle, none a 
fairer, and from the time he led his regiment in its 
gaiant and reckless charge against Fort Donelson 
till August, 1863, when he accepted the Democrat- 
ic nomination for Governor of lowa, there were 
none who were not loud in his praise. That the 
Second lowa under command of Gen. Tuttle and 
the glory incidental to the capture of Fort Donel- 
son are unseparable is known not only in lowa 
but in every loyal State, but it is not so generally 
known that the tender of the “forlorn hope’ had 
been previously made by Gen. Smith to several 
other regiments, by all of which through their 
commanders it had been declined. 

** Colonel, will you take these works?’ —_ 

“ Support. me promptly and in twenty minutes 
I will goin.” The advance was sounded. Of- 
ficers drew their swords, the men grasped their 
muskets firmly and moved on the rebel works. 
No man spoke. Silently the Second pushed its 
way upthe hill through a storm of grape and 
shell and ball. Many dropped dead. any were 
wounded, but nota groan or a cry was heard. 
Reaching the rebel works the men bounded over 
with wonderful agility and for the first 
time Col. Tuttle gave command. “ Now give 
them ”’ he shouted, in the excitement of 
the moment paying little heed to the orthodoxy 
of his order. The Second did go in, but the glory 
of tne capture was dearly purchased. Gen. Tut- 
tle served with distinction until the spring of 
1864, when. he left the service.. After Shiloh he 
was rewarded with the commission of Brigade 
General. He was the Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Iowa in 1863. After leaving the army 
Gen. Tuttle located in Des Moines, where he Was 
engaged in business for many years. He was a 
Republican during the last years of his life. ]

Last night the managers 
of the club were undecided as to what they 
would do about a parade. 

Five hundred persons were present at the 
club’s noonday meeting yesterday. 

State’s-Attorney Longenecker and Thomas 
A. Banning were the speakers. 

Mr. Longenecker was introduced by Pres- 
ident Powell as a man who was used to deal- 
ing with Democrats in his official capacity. 
He said: 

You have felt that the country was prosperous, 
that your money was safe. You will be alarmed 
to learn that the country is in the greatest 
danger; that your property and liberties are 
menaced. I will read you a section of the Demo- 
cratic platform. They warn the people. They've 
been warning the people ever since the war, and 
have been standing on the constitution so long 
that they’ve worn it out. 

Until the Republican party shall have passed a 
force bill they will not have done their duty. The 
Democrats know when such a law is passed that 
they are doomed as a party. The Southern 
brigadiers demanded that the platform of the 
Democrats contain a denunciation of the force 
bill.

ART INSTITUTE COURSE OF LECTURES. 


A. Barthelemy Speaks Upon “The Infiu- 
ence of Art Museums,” 

The first of the regular Art Institute course 
of bi-monthly lectures for this season was 
given yesterday afternoon in the Athenzum 
hall by A. Barthelemy. Acting French Com. 
missioner of Fine Arts for the World’s C>- 
lumbian Exposition, 

Mr. Barthelemy spoke upon “* The Influence 
of Art Museums,” asubject which his wide 
experience in art matters in Paris and his ac- 
quaintance with the. museums of Europe and 
America have eminently fitted him. 

**No country,” he said, ‘is in a better posi- 
tion in art matters than America. Un- 
hampered by tradition, there are no false art 
theories which may not easily be discarded. 
If mistakes are made it is the fault of no one 
but yourselves. 

** Museums should be for the study and com- 
parison of the art of different countries and 
epochs, not for collections of curiosities of 
art of no educationa] value. Long lines of 
paintings or statuary mean nothing unless 
characteristic of some period in art develop- 
ment.” ie A 

Mr. Barthelemy said that he had no sympa- 
thy with the term “ fine art.’’ The work of 
an artisan may be as much art as painting 
and sculpture. He was pleased to see in a 
museum in angighboring city (evidently re- 
ferring to the St. Louis Art Museum) that 
iron work, textiles, and the like were shown. 
In Chicago the influence of the works in the 
Art Institute Museum is felt in the iron work 
and other ornamentation about the city. 

He also alluded to the effects of govern- 
ment patronage of art, the good results an- 
ticipated from the art congress to be held 
here next year, and the influence of schools 
for the education of curators of museums and 
lecturers similar to that in the Louvre in 
Paris. . 

Incidentally he remarked of the Exposition 
that its success is assured, and without com- 
paring it to that of Paris in 1889 there is every 
reason to be proud. 

** France will stand by you,”’ he said, “as 
she has always done in your great undertak- 
ings. Greater preparations have been made 
— for any other Exposition, except that of

REPORT OF SIGNAL OFFICER GREELY. 


Military Telegraph and Captive Balloons 


Considered Favorably. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 25.—Gen. A. W. 
Greely, Chief Signal Officer, in his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of War, dwells at length 
upon the value to the couatry of the 900 miles 
of military telegraph lines. He cites the use 
of the Fort McKinney line durmg the 
cattle war in Wyommg and of the 
line between Forts Brown and Ringgold, 
Texas, during the Garza troubles. Special 
attention has been given to the equipment of 
field or fly telegraph trains for armies operat- 
ing away from the permanent telegraph lines 
of the country. The field telephone kit, 
wherewith a moving line can keep in commu- 
nication with its brigade or division com- 
mander, has been satisfactorily developed. 
A balloon section is being organized with each 
flying telegraph train to operate a captive 
balloon to collect military information and 
transinit it to the ground by telephone vable. 
The English system of a captive skin bailoon 
with portable cylinders containing hydrogen 
gas under the great pressure of 120 atmos- 
pheres has been adopted as the standard. By 
this system the men may fill the balloon 
and make an ascent of half a mile or more in 
half an hour. Sucha balloon will be exhib- 
ited by the Signal Corps at the World’s Fair 
next year. The heliograph has been perfected 
so that messages: may be sent by its light 
beam distances ranging from 60 to 100 miles. 
Gen. Greely submits a special estimate of 
2,000 to initiate a system of military cables 
and connecting lines in New York, Boston, 
and San Francisco. A simple system of 
whistle signals, based on _ the _ service 
code, has been devised for the transmission 
of orders to troops in the extended or open 
formation, and is now under consideration by 
the Major-General commanding. In conclu- 
sion Gen. Greely speaks encouragingly of the 
growing interest in signal work manifested by 
the militia of the Un‘ted States, and he sug- 
gests that the mulitia act be amended so as 


‘to permit signal stores to be issued to the 


State guards upon requisitions as part of 
their allotments. 


Banking Schooner and Crew Reported Lost, 

Sr. Jonns, N. F.. Oct. %.—The banking 
schooner E. B. Phillips, owned by George More, 
Hearts Content. N. F., is supposed to have sunk 
in the gale of August last while at anchor at New 
Foundland Banks. Capt. Howell, in a vessel be- 
longing to the same firm, has reported having 
picked up gear belonging to the Phillips 
on the morning after the storm. Pieces of dories 
and an oik puncheon were also seen floating 
about—evidence that the schooner had met her 
end. Fourteen men were on board. The E. B. 
Phillips: was an American vessel, about thirty 
years old, and had been reported in an unfit con- 
dition for bank fishing.

MRS. RUSSELL LIKELY TO BE TRIED AGAIN 


Wisconsin Supreme Court’s Opinion in the 
Eau Claire Poisoning Case. 

Mapison, Wis., Oct. 25.—|Special. }--The 
Supreme Court assembled today and rendered 
decisions in several important cases, the most 
notable of which is the Russell murder case of 
Eau Claire. Justice Orton prepared the opin- 
ion, which recommends the Circuit Judge of 
Eau Claire Cotinty to hold a new trial. Dec. 
6, 1891, Elizabeth Russell of Eau Claire was 
arrested for the murder of Bertha Erickson 
by poison. The District-Attorney of Eau 
Claire County secured the services of W. W. 
Irwin, a criminal lawyer of St. Paul, and the 
prisoner was tried and, May 9, 1592, was 
found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. Oct. 3 the case came up in the Su- 
preme Court for a rehearing, the attorney for 
the defense moving for a new trial on the 
grounds of certain questions put to the Su- 
preme Court by the Circuit Judge, he having 
not seen fit to pass judgment. He held that 
the retention of Mr. Irwin to prosecute the 
case for the District-Attorney was illegal; that 
he, the Judge, was justified in not proceeding 
when the District-Attorney was known to 
have misrepresented himself to Mrs. Russell 
as her counsel; that the District-Attorney couid 
not use information thus = in prosecut- 
ing the case against the defendant, and _ that 
he should not proceed to sentence and judg- 
ment when it was well known that the defend- 
ant was prejudiced in her defense by such 
knowledge of the District Attorney. The 
court sustained the Judge m every instance 


and advised a new trial.

The real and 
personal property is estimated at $40,000,000, 
and there are five national banks, four incor- 
porated banks, and fourteen private banks, 
the national banks having a deposit account 
of $750,000. The school population is 31,926, 
an increase for the year of 10,583, and the 
schools are said to be in excellent condition. 
A Territorial university also has been estab- 
lished. The farmer of Oklahoma has no rea- 
son to complain, as the soil has demonstrated 
its adaptability for producing large crops of 
all the staple cereals, vegetables, and fruits, 
while the 160-acre farms will average 50 acres 
each in cultivation. Evidently the new Terri- 
tory has a great future in store, and it is little 
wonder that its people, elated with all these 
evidences of its astonishing growth and sub- 
stantial conditions, already are beginning to 
consider the propriety of asking Congress for 
admission to the Union. 

WORLD’S FAIR BONDS. 

At their meeting last Monday the directors 
of the World’s Fair adopted a resolution in re- 
gard to the issue of bonds which obviates 
every objection that has been. made to them 
as security. They resolved that no dividends 
shall be paid to shareholders until each and 
all of the bonds issued by the corporation and 
all interest thereon shall be fully paid and dis- 
charged. This is what the published notice 
says: 

Insurance has been effected and will be carried 
on the Exposition buildings in excess of $4,000,000 
in approved board companies. 

The entire assets and recetpts of the Exposition 
are pledged to the retirement of these bonds and the 
corporation cannot pay any dividends to its share- 
holders until all the outstanding bonds and inter- 
est thereon are fully paid. 

The bonds will be listed on the Chicago Stock 
Exchange. , 

This means what it says, that the entire as- 
sets and receiptsof the Exposition are pledged 
to the retirement of the bonds, and there 
should be no further hesitation in considering 
them to be a gilt-edge investment, since the 
entire amount of the indebtedness will be 
small in proportion to the estimated receipts 
from all sources. 

The directors have pledged themselves that 
the total indebtedness to be incurred by them 
shall not exceed $5,000,000; that amount in- 
cludes the four millions of bonds, and tne es- 
timated receipts exceed by $13,000,000 the total 
estithated disbursements down to the time of 
closing the Fair. As the buildings are insured 
to an amount exceeding the bond issue there 
is agreater margin of protection to the cred- 
itor than is enjoyed in most enterprises. The 
bonds bear 6 per cent interest, and are .aade 
payable on or before the first day of 1894, the 
directors expecting to retire nearly all of them 
by the close of next summer. 

It is reported that three-fourths of the 
bonds have been placed. The other million 
dollars is awaiting demand by the public and 
ought to betaken up without delay. As pre- 
viously stated all of them must be subscribed 
for before the directors can avail themselves 
of the souvenir coins to be issued by the gov- 
ernment, and the proceeds of their sale is 
needed to carry out the preparations that must 
be made during the cuming winter and spring 
for opening the Fair promptly as advertised. 
It is highly important that they should not be 
hindered a single day by lack of funds, and all 
who ‘wish well to the Fair should take a pride 
in seeing that the bonds subscribed for are a 
long way in excess uf the amount to be issued. 
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THE ARTISTIC SALVAGE OF THE FAIR. 

A dispatch from Paris reports Count Felix 
de Vaillefroy, Secretary of the Champs Ely- 
sées Salon and member of the French art 
jury to decide upon works from that country 
for exhibition at the Fair, as saying: ‘‘I ad- 
mire greatly those magnificent structures. I 
never imagined the Exhibition was of such 
importance. It is really sad to think that 
such grand works will be soon demolished, I 
hope the City of Chicago will preserve at least 
some of them.”’ 

The hope expressed so earnestly by this 
French art expert has been more than once 
expressed by those who realize the extraordi- 


hary character of the buildings of the White | 


City and their decoration and embellishment 
from the artistic point of view. 

The surprise manifested by M. de Vaillefroy 
at the artistic results in Jackson Park is not 
confined tohim. Nearly every expert art con- 
noisseur and critic who has visited the park 
and studied the art scheme has been impressed 
in thesame manner, although the buildings 
are not yet completed, and the real artistic 
decoration of the grounds as well as of the in- 
teriors remains to be doae. There was never 
at any time a doubt that from the purely ma- 
terial point of view and as an exhibit of man- 
ufactured goods, agricultural products, for- 
estry, electricity, mining progress, horticult- 
ure, transportation, the fisheries, machinery, 
and other items which goto make up the ag- 
gregate of the industrial progress and mate. 
rial accumulations of the United States, the 
World’s Fair would eclipse all previous exhi- 
bitions. This much was conceded, but from 
the very beginning it was taken for granted 
that the location of the Fair in the city 
which is the very center of industrial and 
commercial movements and the great inland 
emporium of trade would be damaging if not 
fatal to any artistic effect. It was conceded 
that it might be an improvement upon the 
Centennial Exhibition, but that as compared 
with the Paris Exposition it would be a morti- 
fying failure. During the progress of the 
work of construction, however, the Fair 
grounds have been visited not alone by 
American art critics but by artists and archi- 
tects from the various European countries, 
and all, without a dissenting voice, have given 
‘expression to sentiments of delight at the 
‘beauty of the artistic achievement and have 
earnestly declared that even Paris, the 
acknowledged art center of the world, has 
been outdone in the architecture and decora- 
tion of the buildings as well as in the arrange- 


ment and beautifying of the grounds, which 
dittle more than a year ago were a flat and for- 


bidding stretch of sand dunes, morasses, and 
prairie expanse dotted with stunted oak trees. 
Considered frem this standpoint it will be 


a thousand pities if all this artistic result shall 


be lost after the gates of the World’s Fair are 
closed. It has been accomplished by Ameri- 
can artists and architects, working harmoni- 
ously together with the view of biending the 


separate parts into one perfect whole. In this 


work at least three Chicago architects have 
contributed the noble structures for the dis- 
plays of horticulture, transportation, and the 
fisheries, while to Chicago talent also is due 
much ot the beauty of the general ornamenta- 


buildings. The aggregate is an imposing ex- 
hibition of the artistic growth of the country, 
which it is needless to say could hardly have 
been nrade in any other way, and may not be 
seen again for many years. it will be a pity, 
therefore, to sacrifice it all, If any portion of 
it can be saved it ehould be. Three of the 
buildings, the Art Gallery, the Fisheries, and 
Horticuitural, would be beautiful ornaments 
of the park in the future, and it is to be hoped 
can be retained unless the detail of their 
construction is such as to render it impossible. 
Much of the decoration in the way of statuary, 
friezes, columns, bas-reliefs, fountains, etc., 
perhaps can be saved and utilized, or if not 


utilized at least preserved in some manner 


that it will not be lost. There is an opportu- 
nity for artistic salvage here of which the city 
and the Park Commissioners should take ad- 
vantage. It should remain as a lasting me- 
morial of the great Exhibition and as artistic 
exemplars for students. 
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TEARING UP THE STREETS. , 
Ald. John Powers of the Nineteenth Ward 
is the latest member of the Common Council 
to place himself on record as favoring great 
needless expense to the taxpayers and severe 
annoyance to them in common with other 
citizens. He has introduced an ordinance to 


authorize the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas 


company to tearup any orall the streets io 
the city for the ostensible purpose of laying 


its pipes north of Thirty-ninth street. He has. 


consented to be the tool of men who want to 
get permission to ruin hundreds of miles of 
pavements for selfish purposes. He should 
be wise enough to know that tearing up an 
asphalt pavement almost spoils it irremedi- 
ably, and that cutting through the planks un- 
derlying wooden blocks is almost equally de- 
structive, and that tearing up stone pavements 
damages them, as the street settles uneven 
under them. If he dees not know this he is 
unfit to be an Alderman. If he does know it 
he ought to be ashamed of himself. 

The only outcome of such action, outside of 
loss to the taxpayers and gain to contractors 
for putting duwn new pavements, would be 
the purchase and practical consolidation of the 
gas company. That has been the result in 
every case of the kind thus far, and doubtless 
would be so this time. The thing is so patent 
and palpable that no well-informed man 
would hesitate to say if the ordinance should 
pass that it had been put through by the use 
of boodle. All the new gas ordinances are 
boodled through the Council with the expecta- 
tion of being able to recover the money with 
a big profit by blackmailing the older com- 
panies. That is the history of all these move- 
ments so often made in Chicago that the mere 
schoolboy may well be aware of the fact. It 
is too well known to need more than a bare 
calling attention to it in order to a proper un- 
derstanding of the case. 

Already the city has suffered enough tearing 
up of its paved streets to provide the laying 
of pipes for all the gas that will be wanted in 
many yearsi'to come in that part of the city 
which is built up; and the pipes now laid are 
ample to supply gas toa great deal of terri- 
tory that is not at present occupied by build- 
ings. We have gas plants enough. The 
Economic company has only just got through 
with laying its pipes for the supply of nat- 


‘ural gas to those who want to use gas for 


fuel, and its arrangements are understood to 
include the manufacture of artificial gas in 
case the natural article gives out. The peo- 
ple have in sight all the gas they want to con- 
sume, and are not likely to get it any cheaper 
as a consequence of letting the Hyde Park 
compauy rip up the streets. 

The business ought to be brought to a full 
stop right here. _The use of gas for light will 
diminish instead of increase in the future, 
even in a rapidly growing citysedch as Chicago 
is. Electricity is every year becoming more 
popular as an illuminant, ard probably it will 
not be long before it pretty generally dis- 
places gas for that purpose. Electricity is 
also coming into use now for heating pur. 
poses, and the recent invention of means for 
making it more economical and more widely 
applicable than heretofore promises to vastly 
increase its use in that direction. Electricity 
is also being employed for the transmission of 
power. In each of these important directions 
it is destined to supplant gas, driving it out 
of the field as gas has driven out candles and 
rushlights. It is far safer, is more easily 
handled, does not poison the air or foul the 
walis and ceilings. It can now be so manipu- 
lated as not to give out heat where light alone 
is wanted, or light to those who wish it solely 
for heating. Electricity is becoming so pop- 
ular, because s0 much more useful, that it is 
probable the use of gas will ere long be rele- 
gated to the furnace which burns the gas 
while hot, thus avoiding the enormous loss of 
power entailed by present methods of letting 
the gas cool down several hundred degrees be- 
tween the times of production and consump- 
tion. In view of these facts and these pros- 
pects it is not only idle but criminal to permit 
any corporation to go through the city gutter- 
ing its streets for the laying of more gas pipes 
when we already have more than are wanted. 
Ald. Power’s gas ordinance should be placed 
on file forever. 
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GAMET OWNS UP THAT IT WAS A FALSE- 
HOOD. 

Monday the senier Democratic organ fired 
off its big gun of the: campaign, its Patriotic 
Order of the Sons of America—Edwards law 
fake. Yesterday it said editorially, with great 
exultation: 

This same Gov. Fifer has succeeded in inducing 
the chief executive officer of the State camp of 
Illinois of a narrow, restrictive organization 
called the Patriotic Order Sons of America to be- 
lieve that he will never sign a bill repealing the 
compulsory education law. 

In his own handwriting, over his own signature, 
Mr. Gamet, the President for Illinois of this or- 
ganization, states with the utmost confidence that 
he knows this to be a fact. Heclaims that he is 
familiar with the vjews of Gov. Fifer and person- 
ally knows how hé8tands on that question. 

The editor should have read: the retraction 
and explanation printed on its first page of 
the man who wrote the letter saying that he 


“knew” that Gov. Fifer would not sign a bill 


to repeal the Edwards law. The following 
conversation took place between the reporter 
of the senior organ and Mr. Gamet. 


“What gives you your assurance that Gov. Fifer 
nny not sign a bill repealing the Edwards 
law?’ 

“ Why, neither Fifer nor any other man would 
do that unless some other bill were passed to take 
the place of that law.” ; 

“But how do you know he will not sign it? Did 
he tell you so.personally or did he write a letter 
to the order?” 

" He never did either. I don’t know of his 
writing to any one on the subject or making the 
promise to-any one.” 

- But you say you know it personally,” 

“Why, yes, from his speeches and writings [T] 
and from the Republican platform, too [7]. He 
conldn’t do anything of the kind.” 

si Then he never made any promise to the Patri- 
otic Order Sons of America?’ 

“ No, indeed; our order has nothing to do with 
politics.” 

It appears that Gov. Fifer made no prom- 
ses, written or verbal, to any one and that 
the semi-Democratic organ went off at. half- 
cock. Mr. Gamet says he “judges from the 
Republican platform and Gov. Fifer’s speeches 
that the latter will not consent to the repeal 
of the Edwards law.”’ But the platform de- 
mands the repeal, and Gov. Fifer says it 
must be repealed and a proper compulsory 
law passed which will not interfere with pri- 
vate.and church schools, Mr. Gamet must 


have a curiously twisted mind to arrive at the 


tion of the grounds and adornment of the i conclusion he does after reading the aeclara- 


tions of the Republican platform. 

It matters nothing what he thinks, however. 
The important point is that Gamet has owned 
up that the statements which he made were 
untrue and that Gov, Fifer has not given him 
or any one else an assurance that he will be 
false to his own. pledges and those of his 
party. The fake is so utterly dead that it is 
not worth while to kick its corpse any longer. 


DEMOCRATIC UNFITNESS TO GOVERN THE 
NATION. 

In his speech Monday night Secretary Fos- 
ter gave an excellent illustration of Demo- 
cratic mendacity, or of the utter unfitness of 
that party to manage the finances of the gov- 
ernment. One of the charges made most per- 
sistently during the last two years by the 
Democrats has been that the Treasury of the 
United States was bankrupt or was on the 
verge of becoming so. As each monthly 
statement showed a surplus, though a smail 
one, the Democrats have said hopefully that 
there would be a deficit at the close of the next 
month, 

When the present Congress met last winter 
the Democrats, still harping on this pros- 
pective financial ruin of the government, said 
that they would reduce appropriations about a 
hundred millions, so as to do what they could 
to avert the impending calamity. Said Mr. 
Foster: 

Well, I will be frank with you tonight, and con- 
fidential, too. The Treasury was not then and is 
not now as full of money as it has been in former 
times, The Secretary of the Treasury, cf course, 
was greatly gratified to hear of this proposed re- 
duction of one hundred millions in the expenses of 
the government. It was going to make things 
easy for him. He began to speculate about what 
he would do with this one hundred millions of 
Democratic surplus—whether he would buy more 
bonds er whether he would deposit it in banks, as 
the Cleveland administration did, without inter- 
est [for the benefit of pets ana large subscribers 
to Cleveland’s campaign of °88]. But, alas, my 
friends, when tha result came, instead of a reduc- 
tion of a hundred millions these economical re- 
form Democrats, who had been talking about the 
bankruptcy of the Treasury and who were de- 
termined to reduce appropriations a hundred 
millions, increased them by the sum of more than 
forty millions! All the time talking about the 
bankruptcy of the Treasury, they introduced bills 
into the House and passed them, taking the duty 
ott tinplate, off wool, and off other articles, so 
that if the Senate had concurred and they had 
become laws a reduction in your revenues to the 
extent of thirty-three millions would have fol- 
lowed. 

Either the Democrats were lying with one 
voice when they talked of the ** bankruptcy, 
of the Treasury ”’ or they believed what they 
said and yet went ahead and heaped up the 
extra appropriations, owing to their reckless 
instincts and utter incapacity to.manage na- 
tional affairs. Said the Seeretary: 


I believe it is the common feeling of the intelli- 
gent people of this country that the Democratic 
party has always «xhibited great incapacity for 
public affairs, and 1 don’t know of a finer illus- 
tration of its incapacity to deal with public af- 
fairs than this very question. A bankrupt Treas- 
ury—increased appropriations of $40,000,000—a de- 
crease of revenue of $33,000,000 without any pro- 
vision anywhere or in any way, or any proposi- 
tion of any kind to increase the revenue or defray 
the cost of carrying on the government on the 
scale of expense they had voted. 


If the Democrats had been allowed to have 
their own way and to reduce the revenue as 
well as add to the expenditures there would 
have been aserious deficit; the credit of the 
government would -have been damaged and 
the people would have been asking what was 
the matter and who caused the trouble? If 
Cleveland were to be elected this year, and, as 
a consequence, the Senate were to become 
Democratic, the Democrats would proceed at 
once to show their unfitness to govern. They 
would appropriate with their usual reckless- 
ness and they would proceed to reduce duties 
in order to win temporary popularity, forget- 
ful of the fact that the government must con- 
tinue to raise at least as much revenue as it 
spends. Then the smash would come, and the 
finances would be as badly tangled up as they 
were under Buchanan and the Democratic 
low tariff and times of 1857.

FARES AFFECTING TRAVEL. 

Railroad officials are reported to have fig- 
ured out the results of their business last week 
witb a view to ascertaining the probability of 
patronage six months hence, when the great 
Fair will be an attraction to multitudes with- 
out as well as within the city. They estimate 
that two hundred thousand people ceme to 
this city over the various: lines of road to at- 
tend the dedicatory exercises, this being ex- 
clusive of the military and officials who came 
to take part in the ceremonies. And they say 
that about 95 percent of the number came 
from places within a radius of three hundred 
miles, the number of non-official visitors 
from a greater distancé than that being quite 
small, 

This kind of statistics may do for last week, 
but will not do for nextsummer. We had 
not much room to spare, and our internal 
transportation facilities would not have ac- 
commodated many more than those who at- 
tended, some most important avenues to the 
Fair bemg yet incomplete. The railroad 
companies must hold out inducements for 
people who live more than three hundred 
miles away to come to the Fair next year, and 
come in large numbers. It may be worth 
their while to remember the familiar state- 
ment in geometry that the areas of circles are 
proportional to the squares of their-radii. The 
meaning of that is, if population be distributed 
in the same way in each case, twice as many 
people live within a distance of four 
hundred and twenty-five miles, four 
times as many within six hundred, and 
more than eleven times as many within a 
thousand miles as inside a circle with a radius 
of three hundred miles. The further out they 
go the more rapid is the rate of increase in 
the population for a named increase of lineal 
distance. So it is to the interest of the rail- 
roads to cater to the business of long-distance 
travel toand from the World’s Fair, and it 
should hardly be necessary to hint to their 
managers the familiar fact that they can af- 
ford to carry passengers over a long distance 
at a smaller rate per mile than for a short 
trip. In reality, it would pay them to put 
down their rates on the short as well as the 
long distance. By so domg they would gain 
an increase of patronage far more than 
enough to compensate for the concession in 
the rate per mile. 

The public has always shown an apprecia- 
tion of efforts to carry cheaply. Look at 
the enormous crowds who visited Denver last 
summer when fares were made low. The experi- 
ence of the last two or three years has con- 
vinced the managers of the Hungarian rail- 
roads that it was good policy to reduce their 
fares under the system of zone travel, The 
English lines have always found it to pay to 
cater to the multitude in this respect, and so 
have the American, when the latter took the 
precaution to offer the advantage to the public 
instead of allowing all of it to be gobbled up 
by the scalpers. When the latter get $21 
of the $35 charged second-class between 
the Mississippi River and the Pacific coast the 
railroad does not profit much by the service, 
but the fact that it contents itself with the 
small pay is pretty good indication the work 
could be performed at paying rates for much 
less than the usual charge, and the lower that 
rate the greater the number of people willing 
to pay it. If second-class fare was $15 to 
California instead of $35 five times as many 
tickets would be sold. 

So the railroad managers would do well to 
begin to study the problem in its economic 
aspect as affecting their own revenues, Low, 


| rates for travel will mean a big patronage by 


people coming from afar to see the wonders 
of the Fair. High rates will mean compara- 
tively few people wiiling to travel the longer 
distances, That is the problem for them to 
ponder. For the Exposition it may make all 
the difference between a moderate and a 
grand success how the question is answered. 
But there w one fact that may be commended 
to their attention while they are considering 
the matter. It is that the great majority of 
the people who would be attracted from long 
distances by low rates for transportation 
would not insist on riding in Pullman cars. 
They would not object to sitting in an or- 
dinary seat all the way, and depend upon be- 
ing able to make up in Chicago for a night’s 
loss of sleep on the way. And there need be 
no fear on this point. By the time the Fair 
opens the hotel and boarding-house accommo- 
datious will be ample for ail requirements, 
Preparations are being made for the erection 
of temporary and permanent quarters for the 
hundreds of thousands yet unprovided for. 
There is no use in doing this before spring 
and have the property lie idle ail winter. 

The railroad men will act on a suicidal line 
of policy if they try to carry out the old 
maxim of making the traffic pay all it will 
bear and to perform the minimum of business 
for the maximum of compensation. They 
would study their own interests and those 
of the stockholders of the lines by encourag- 
ing the traffic and holding out inauce- 
ments to the people to travel from afar to the 
Fair. Will they be wise enough to see the 
matter in that light? : 


“SOMETHING MIGHT BE DONE FOR LA- 
BOR.” 

Mr, Altgeld told the workmgmen at the 
Stock-Yards the other day that “ the policy of 
this State for twenty-five years has been 
rather against the laborer,” and that they 
‘“* must elect Democratic candidates for the 
Legislature ana give its control to the Demo- 
crats, so that something might be done for the 
laborer.”’ Like all other Democratic orators 
he omitted to say what it was his party pro- 
posed to do for the workingman. It is not 
enough to say to him that if he votes the Dem- 
ocratic ticket he will be made happy. That 
promise has been made by office-seeking dem- 
agogues at every election for half a century. It 
is a musty old chestnut. He should be told 
how it isto be done, and what the something 
is that he and his free trade and wild- 
cat party are going to do for the benefit of the 
laborer. 

Nor did Mr. Altgeld state wherein the policy 
of the State had been “ rather against labor 
for a quarter of acentury.’”’ Does he mean 
the refusal of the last Democratic House to do 
what the workingmen asked for regarding 
convict labor? With what was he finding 
fault? With the Eight-Hour law, the Me- 
chanics’ Lien law, the Anti-Truck law, the 
Arbitration law, and other labor measures 
passed by the Republicans? | 

The workingmen at the Stock-Yards and 
elsewhere should be on their guard against 
office-seeking hum bugs like Altgeld, who make 
vague charges, and hold out vague hopes, in 
order to net voters for whom they are fishing. 
Altgeld should be asked by some laborer 
what the bills are which will be passed by the 
Illinois Legislature for the relief and benefit 
of laborers if Altgeld and the Democrats get 
into power. If he were to speak frankly his 
property-owning hearers would probably be 
amazed at-the socialistic schemes he would 
lay before them, with a proviso that his gold 
rents were not to be paid in any cheaper 
money. : | 


AGAIN MISLEADING THE ELECTION OF- 
FICERS. 

{ The Election Commissioners yesterday is- 

sued the following instructions to judges and 

clerks of election, which are contrary to the 

letter and spirit of the statute under which 

they were appointed: : 

It is not necessary that a naturalized voter pro- 
duce his naturalization papers or state definitely 
the name or locality of the court in which he was 
naturalized before being registered as a qualified 
voter. 


Sec. 40, Article 3, of the election law per- 


taining to this district presents a form as to | 


the manner of recording registration. This 
contains a column for the date of naturaliza- 
tion papers and for the name and location of 
the court, and contains the following instruc- 
tion as to the use of the column: 

Under the column “*Court”’ the designation of 
the court in which, if naturalized, such natural- 
ization was had, and if the name of the court can- 
not be had with certainty, then the name of the 
place in which such court was located. 

The instruction of the Commissioners is in 
direct defiance of this provision. It isnot at 
all surprising that Commissioners English and 
Schweisthal, two discredited and oft-defeated 
Democratic politicians, should issue the in- 
structions quoted, but Commissioner Hutch- 
ings should not have signed it. By agreeing 
to its issue from the Election Commissioners’ 
office he has proved that he is not a faithful 
representative of his party. If Judge Scales 
means to properly interpret the law as to the 
appointment of Commissioners, the threes Com- 
missioners ought to be removed and some 
capable men appointed in their places. 

The Election Commissioners through stupidi- 
ty, crass ignorance of the law, and blind 
partisanship have juggled with the statute 


' and have deceived their subordinates or tried 


todoso. The proper thing for the judges 
and clerks of election to do-is to consult the 
statute and act on their own interpretation of 
it. They will be more nearly mght than they 
will by following the prejudiced police court 
interpretations of it.by Larry Boyle, Billy 
Asay, Bill English, Mike Schweisthal, or Gus 
Hutchings.

ANOTHER ISSUE OF WESTERN UNION 
STOOK AUTHORIZED, 


Only One Objector to the Plan-—Part of 
the $14,000,000 of New Stock Will 
Likely Be Issued to Shareholders as 
Dividends — Trunk Line Association 
Trying to Abolish Tourist Business— 
Heavy Storms on the Atlantic—Other 
News of the Eastern Metropolis. 

New York, Oct. 25.—[Special. |—The stock- 
holders of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany held a special meeting today to vote 
upon the proposition to increase the capital 


| stock of the company from $86,000,000 to: 
$100,000,000. John [. Terry presided in the 


absence of Dr. Norvin Green. There were 
651,312 shares voted in favor of the increase 
and only 100 shares against 1t. The opposi- 
tion came from Col J. C._ Reiff, 
who bobs up at every’ stockholders’ 
meeting to vote his 100 shares in opposi- 
tion to the policy of the controlling 
element in the corporation. Col. Reiff intro- 
duced a resolution providing that the old di- 
rectors be requested not to distribute any of 
the new stock in dividends. Nobody voted 
for this but Col. Reiff. Mr. Gould, who was 
among those present, created ‘a great deal of 
amusement by seconding Col. Reiff’s resolu- 
tion and then voting all his stock the other 
way. Mr. Gould seemed to be in a playful 
mood, He talked pleasantly with 
Col. Reiff, and congratulated him 
on the ‘interest he showed in_ the 
company’s welfare, but he voted against all of 
Col. Reiff’s suggestmons. Russell Sage said, 
during the proceedings, that he would favor 
the distribution of some of the new stock— 
$8,620,000—as a 10 per cent dividend to the 
present stockholders and the retaining of the 
rest—$5,180,000—to be used for the extension 
of the company’s ‘ines. The meeting today 
had no power to decide what is to be done 
with the new stock. That will be done next 
week, 


TO ABOLISH TOURIST BUSINESS. 


Meeting of the Trunk Line Association in 
New York, 

New York, Oct. 25.—[Special.]—At the 
meeting of the Passenger committee of the 
Trunk Line Association today an application 
was made by the Canadian Pacific to handle 
tourist business out of Chicago to Pacific 
coast poimts. The application was denied. 
An effort-is being made to abolish tourist bus- 
iness as faras possible except on some of the 
Western lines. A complaint came from Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Edwarda of the Queen 
and Crescent that on through Southern busi- 
ness the St. Louis and Indianapolis lines were 
using a differential under the routes via Cin- 
cinnati, injuring the traffic of the latter. He 
appealed to the Trunk Lines to have the rate 
made uniform via both routes, The Passenger 
committee refused to interfere. 


GENERAL NEWS OF GOTHAM. 


Incoming Vessels Bear Evidence of Hard 
) Storms at Sea, 

New York, Oct. 25.—[Special. ]}—That the Octo- 
ber gales are unusually fierce this season and 
strewing tthe Northern Atlantic Ocean with 
wreckage is attested by the masters of incoming 
steamers and sailing vessels. Every vessel brings 
unmistakable signs in tornsails, broken spars, 
and salt-covered smokestacks of desperate bat- 
tles with tremendous seas and hurricanes. Sev- 
eral big passenger steamships which arrived to- 
day ran into the hurricanes which nearly 
swamped the French line steamer La Touraine 
last week. 


Poisoned His Wifeand Enjoyed Her Agony. 


Daniel Sullivan of Roslyn, L. I.. committed su- 
icide by taking strychnine last Saturday after an 
unsuccessful but horrible.attempt to murder his 
wife. After administering poison to her Sullivan 
watched his wife writhing in excruciating agony 
for hours, denying her even so little asa glass of 
water, cursing her when she pleaded for a doctor, 
and calling upon her to die and die quickly. Aft- 
er indulging himself with such a scene for hours 
and aan his wife’s end but a question of 
minutes, Sullivan ¢wallowed a quantity of strych- 
nine and died in fearful agony, calling for mercy, 
forgiveness, and aid to the last. Mrs. Sullivan is 
still alive, but her condition is critical. 


Case Before the Courts Thirty Years, 


The case of Palen, receiver, against Bushnell, 
which was first brought into the courts thirty 
years ago, is again to have a hearing. The suit 
was to set aside some transfers of property made 
in 18557 by a leather and iron merchant named 
Bangs. It has been four times before the Court 
of Apveals. Every time the decision was against 
the plaintiff, the last decision being made a few 
days since. Another appealisto be taken. The 
sum originally involved was $125,000, which is now 
doubled by thirty years’ interest. 


Banks Involved in Burkhalter Crash. 


It is reported today that sixteen banks, eight in 
this city and eight in this vicinity, were the 
possessors of papers of C. Burkhalter & Co. to 
show for loans averaging $10,000 each. The Irving, 
the Broadway, the Merchants’, and the Pacific 
Banks were among those mentioned, in addition 
to the banks whose relations with the firm bave 
been brought into court. Boston did not escape 
in this failure. I[t is said that ten banks in that 
city loaned this firm $110,000. 


Americans to Succeed English Officers, 


The Inman line has made all arrangements to 
transfer its eastern terminus from Liverpool to 
Southampton, and March 3 the City of Paris will 
make its first voyage from that port. The _ En- 
glish officers will be replaced by Americans dur- 
ing the winter or early next spring. When the 
City of Paris sails from Southampton March 3 it 
will possibly fly the American flag. 

Body of Consul Dreier Cremated. 

The body of the late Emil F. Dreier, the Danish 
Consul to Chicago, who died on board the steam- 
ship Hecla last Friday, was cremated at Fresh 
Pond, L. L., yesterday. The family left for Chica- 
go last night. The ashes of the dead Consul were 
forwarded today and the interment will take 
place in the family vault at Rosehill Cemetery. 


Discoveries in Richmond Terminal Affairs. 


The Richmond Terminal Investigating commit- 
tee, it is said, has made some interesting discov- 
eries about certain transfers of property that may

GOV. ROJASIS THREATENED WITH DEATH 


It Looks as if He Will Suffer Whichever 
Way the Revolution Turns,

Oct. 25.—At Santiago del 
Turbas, with a force, at- 
tacked the -Governor’s house intending 
to rescue Rojas. The chiefs of the revolution 
would not allow Rojas to be taken from the 
house. They disown any responsibility for the 
Governor’s life if the federal government 
should reinstate him. The national guard is 
being assembled and Roquistas are gathering 
their forces in the States of Cordova, Entre 
Lios, and Santa Fé. Their avowed purpose is 
to maintain Rojas in office. There is intense 
excitement and bloodshed is feared. Congress 
refuses to interfere as proposed by 
the executive, and will do so only if 
the government maintains Rojas in his 
position. This is regarded as a triumph for 
the Roca party. The situation is complicated 
between Congress and the Cabinet. It is be 
lieved the Cabinet must yield, but in that case 
the revolters will kill Rojas. Latest advices in- 
dicate that the revolution has extended to the 
Province of Corrientes, where five depart- 
ments are in revolt. Coi, Moritan, with the 
Third Regiment, has gone to the svene. - It is 
reported at Santiago del Estero that the revo- 
lutionists have received acquisitions and have 
had a fight with the National Guard, The re- 
sult is not known.

mud in getting into a by walking out in 
the road to accommodate the dilaturiness of a 
contractor. All of the tradesmen between 
Dearborn and Clark streets on the south side 
of Madison signed a petition asking that some- 
thing be done and sent it to Mr. Burke, I ex- 
pect he threw it in the waste-basket. The 
petition bore such names as Willoughby, Hill 
& Uo., C. Jevne &Co., Spalding & Bros., 
Wise & Co., Grommes & Ullrich, all of whom 
have suffered losses On account of the 
fence. I have ljad to hite clerks and pay rent 
at aloss. I have heard hundreds of people 
complaining. i * 

“In New York no such nuisances are 
known. Building after building goes up there 
without inconvenience to the public. First 


the flagstones are laid and an opening is left 
between the flagstones and the building 
through which to put the material for con- 
struction into the cellar, and material is al- 
lowed to be brought only in such — as 
is demanded for immediate use. In this way 
all the building operations are kept inside. 
This could be done just so hére if contractors 
had not grown into the bad habit of occupy- 
ing the sidewalk and street,, No city in the 
Union allows such abuses on this score as 
Chicago does.”’ 
Sam Brown, No. 152 Dearborn street said: 
“That fence ia anoutrage. Ican stand any- 
thing reasonable, but think of the busiest 
corner in Chicago beimg blockaded for six 
months. I have written tothe Board of Pub- 
lic Works and complained to the contractor. 
No one will do anything looking toward re 
lief. I have suffered severe losses, as I can 
prove by my beoks.by comparing my trade 
since the fence went up with what it used to 
»? 


M. Sidenberg, who keeps a. restaurant next 
to the fence on Dearborn street, said that his 
trade had been damaged 25 per cent. He had 
had numerous talks with the contractor, who 


always told him to wait a week. 
Permits May Run Indefinitely, 


Commissioner of Streets Burke could not 
be found yesterday afternoon. From the 
chief clerk of his department it was learned 
that the contractor for the Hartford Deposit 
company’s building obtained a permit to ob- 
struct the streets for one year, beginning May 
3. 1892. A contractor, according to the law as 
interpreted by the Street Department, can get 
a permit for an indefinite length of time and 
no one can hinder him. 

Frank Hemstreet, Commissioner of Side- 
walks, was asked why the fence had been al- 
lowed tostand solong. He said: 

““We can’t help it under the present system 
of building and the, city ordinances. These 
things are a nuisance and I know it, but what 
is to be done? I wish Tue Trisune would 
make a crusade against these obstructions and 
keep it up till the Council aay ay proper laws. 
Building operations should be confined toa 
space on the sidewalk four feet from the 
building. When the cellar is dug and the 
foundation in, the sidewalk should be laid. 
After the first story is up wagons of material 
should be compelled to drive into the building 
and the public be permitted to use the walk. 
That is what should be, but how to do it is an- 
other question. We tried the plan of erecting 
sheds over’ the walk, and that proved a fail- 
ure. The fence system, bad as it is, is the best 
we have struck yet. No one has been killed 
by falling stones or timbers, The shed sys- 
tem was dangerous, 

‘*The public has rights, but so have the peo- 
ple whdé om invested thousands of money in 
down-town lots. They must be allowed to 
build and they can’t build without using the 
streets. They must have space to put their 
material.” 

“But they do not have to put all the ma- 
terial to be used in six months on the street at 
one time, do they?’ : 

‘In reality, no. But, asa matter of fact, 
the contractors buy large quantities of mate- 
rial at atime. They can't leave it on the cars 
because they would have to pay demurrage. 
They haven’t any place tostore it except at the 
building.’’ 

** So the public must suffer because the con- 
tractor doesn’t wish to pay demurrage?” 


The Public Must Suffer. 


“ That’s about it. Weare obliged to order 
cortractors to put up these fences to protect 
life and limb.”’ : 

‘*How about the fact that the fence on Dear- 
born street stands four feet further out into 
the street than your order says?’ 

“1 did not know that it did. Of course we 
have to trust the inspectors of the department 
who are supposed to look after such things. 
When I find that they -are not attending to 
business all I can do is to discharge them, 
One inspector is assigned to each building to 
protect the interests of ‘the public. There has 
been more complaint over the Hartford Build- 
ing than any other I know of. Mr. Willough- 
by, Mr. Jevne, and several others have com- 
plained to me personally. When I go for the 
contractor he says he will take the ferce 
away as soon as it is safe to do so,”’ 

‘** Does the city get any revenue from, the 
signs on the fences?’’ 

*“*Notacent. The fences are up and a little 
paint on them does no harm, Mr. Burke 
gives the sign men permits.”’ 

Half an hour spentin Mr. Hemstreet’s of- 
fice by a reporter for Tae Trisunz developed 
the fact that he is continually besieged with 
complaints from people having trouble over 
street obstructions caused by building opera- 
tions. The complainers in one day would 
make a small-sized army. 


May Tear the Fence Down, 


A. S. Trude, the attorney, was asked what 
protection the law gave to the public and to 
owners of property contiguous to the trouble- 
some fences. He said: 

‘While it is a principle established time 
out of mind by the common law that a man 
in putting up a building on his property has a 
right to a limited use of the street adjacent to 
his real estate while his building is in process 


‘of erection, he has not the right to such use of 


the public highway fora time longer than is 
absolutely necessary for the speedy transac- 
tion of the business in hand, n case he uses 
the street.an unreasonable length of time it 
becomes the duty of any one suffering thereby 
to enter a protest with the city authorities 
under whose jurisdiction matters pertaining 
to the public streets come. In case the city 
authorities do not act in a reasonable time 
and do not cause the property-owner tc take 
the fence down, citizens have a right to go 
and take the fence down themselves. 
Then, after the fence is down, it becomes 
the proper time to pray for an in- 
junction restraining the property-owner 
from putting the fence up again. In instanoes 
where a fence was actually needed at the start 
it often happens that through an inability to 
secure workmen or material or from other 
causes, work has to be suspended. In that 
case, while work is suspended, it becomes the 
duty of the builder to remove the fence and 
other street obstructions till such a time as 
work begins again actively. If necessary, the 
builder must be to the expense of construct- 
ing a sidewalk around the building, while 
work 18 suspended, for the accommodation of 
passers-by. 

** The spirit of the law is that streets shall 
be partially obstructed for building purposes 
only so long and in so faras it is absolutely 
necessary for purposes of carrying on the 
work properly aud expeditiously, and protect- 
ing life and limb. Any unnecessary or un- 
reasonably long blockading of the public 
street is a serious offense. If I were a builder 
I would not like to run the risk.”’ 

One official said that all of this class of 
building was being completed this year. 
Nearly all of the contractors have promised 
not to undertake operations after next May 
that will necessitate blocking the sidewalks, 
and all such things will be strictly prohibited 
during the Fair. 


TELEGRAPH COMPANIES IN A JANGLE. 


Attempt by the Postal to Keep the Western 
Union Out of Its New Office. — 

As anticipated, the Western Union Tele- 
graph company wiil not be allowed to take 
possession of the Phenix Building peaceably. 
At the time the building was purchased by the 
Western Union it was rumored that the terms 
of a lease held by the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany in the building would prevent its occu- 
pancy by the rival company. The Postal 
Telegraph company occupies but a small por- 
tion of. the Phenix Building, but its lease pro- 
vides that offices shall not be leased to an 
other telegraph company for use as a genera 
office. It now has filed a bill in the Circuit 
Court asking that ean injunction be served on 
the Western Union restraining it from taking 
possession of the building until the lease of 
the Postal Telegraph coinpany expires.

FREIGHT AND GRAVEL TRAINS COLLIDE. 


Gravel 


Conductor and Brakeman of the 
Train Instantly Killed. 

A west-bound gravel train on the Montrose 
division of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad collided with an east-bound freight 
train at Palatine, twenty-six miles from Chi- 
cago, Monday evening. 

Two men were killed, but others escaped by 
jum ping. 

The Dead.

East-bound freight train No. 502 side- 
tracked at Palatine and met four passenger 
trains, The gravel train followed only a short 
distance behind the fourta passenger train 
and was running at a high rate of speed when 
it reached the Palatine switch. Tne freight 
engine was out as far as the switch frog, and 
as the two engines came together with a 
crash ail the engine men jumped and avoided 
injury. 

fas siMebeb behind the gravel train engine 
was the caboose, in which were Conductor 
Barron and Brakeman Curran, and a osumber 
of empty flat-cars tollowed the caboose. When 
the ision occurred the first flat-car was 
driven through the caboose, killing instantly 
the two men. 

The engines were only slightly damaged. 
Five flat-cars were broken and partially de- 
stroyed by fire. The track was obstructed for 
four hours. 

Both the men killed were single and lived 
on the West Side, near the Northwestern 
shops. Their remains were brought to this 
city and will be buried today.

The 
Sixty-first street fine will have a stub end termi- 
nal tor the present at least. Thecross-town line 
on Forty-seventh street will be fitted out with 
ic service from a point west of Western 
avenue east to the e. The Thuirty-fifth 
street line east of State street is the fourth 
section of road on which the motive power is 
to be changed. | 
A much more complete clectric system is 
contemplated for the South Side, as is evi- 
denced by the ordinances now before the 
Council mmittee on Streets and Aileys 
South. Permission to use the wrramy bor, Ay 
on Ashland and Wentworth avenues Hal- 
sted street over the entire length of the pres- 
ent lines is asked. Privileges on a number 
of short connecting streets of less importance 
are also Electric cars w start on 
Wentworth avenue at Seventy-ninth street 
run directly north to Archer avenue, and 
across to State. The Jackson Park traffic will 
cross the viaduct at Sixty-first street and be 
taken directly east on that line. 
on Halsted street will be ran probably from 
Sixty-ninth street north to Archer avenue and 
the same plan wiuill be followed in regard to the 
avenue cars. Archer avenue is to be 
made an artery tocarry all the southern traffic 
across to S street, where electric trailers 
will be Ray: ed up by the cable line, 
South Side company claims to have handled 
600,000 passengers last Friday and to be able 
to handle 1,000,000 a day next year when its 


electric system is in operation.

WHERE STOKES GOT THOSE DEDIOA- | a4 
TION TICKETS. 


An Employe in the Office of the Secretary 
of the World’s Fair Committee on Cere-. 


monies Stole 250 Tickets of Admission 
to the Exercises and Sold Them to 
Stokes—The Rev. R. 8S. Martin’s Son Dies 
While Under the Influence of Chloro- 


form. 

World’s Fair officials have discovered the 
source from which R. C. Stokes obtained the 
tickets to the dedicatory exercises, for selling 
which trekets he was arrested last week. They 
were abstracted by a clerk under Col. Culp, 
Secretary of the Committee on Ceremonies. 

** He-had full run of the office and ample op- 
portunity to take the tickets,’’ said Col. Culp. 
“He stole two hundred and fifty. He made a 
full confession and pleaded want of money in 
extenuation. I immediately discharged him.”’ 

The case against Stokes comes up ay in 
Justice Glennon’s court. It will probably 
be dropped. Inspector Ross says the matter 
is in the hands of the Committee on Cere- 
monies and Col, Cuip says he will not appear. 

“There is a similarity,” said Col. Culp, 
“ between this case and that of a broker sell- 
ing railroad tickets. The courts have decided 
that if a man buys a railroad ticket made out 
to another and signs that other man’s name 
on the back forgery has not been committed. 
The Committee on Ceremonies will take no 
action against Stokes.”’ 

Edward QO. Crocker purchased a block of 
tickets from. Stokes for the purpose of resell- 
yng them. Those remaining on his hands 
when. Stokes was arrested were seized by the 
police. : Crocker made a number of efforts to 
induce the City Hall people to surrender the 
confiscated tickets. 

Monday Stokes called on Crocker and paid 
him $74, the amount which be had received 
from Crocker for thirty-seven tickets taken 
' gway by the police. 

' . Crocker says that when Stokes was arrested 
he had only asmall amount of money. Mon- 
day he had a large roll. He gave Stokes a re- 
ceipt, which the latter took away. Subse- 

uentiy he réturned with a man whom Crocker 
thirtke was a detective, who wanted to know if 
the receipt was genuine. 

‘* Stokes is well connected. He is covering 
up his identity, but the World’s Fair people 
know whw he is,”” said a man familiar with 
the case. ‘* He has some friends who stand 
very high and they were in frequent consulta- 
tion with him while he was in jail.”’ 
ANOTHER VICTIM OF CHLOROFORM. 
The Rev. R. 8S. Martin’s Son Dies While 

Undergoing an Operation. 

Otto Fowler Martin, the 8-year-old son of 
Dr. R. S. Martin, pastor of Grace Methodist 
Episcopal Church, La Salle avenue and Lo- 
cust street, died Monday night from the ef- 
fects of chloroform administered by physi- 
cians while performing an operation. 

The child had been suffering from earache 
and difficulty of hearing for several months. 

“Dr. Paul, oculist and aurist, had been 
treating the lad. He discovered a growth in 
the throat back of the nose, and said the ear 
trouble was the pee of this growth. He ad- 
vised that some ialist in nose and throat 
troubles be so He ahd suggested Dr. Dunn. 

Dr. Dunn made an examination, and with 
his assistant placed the boy under the influ- 
ence of chloroform. He then removed the 
growth by the knife, but the boy could not be 
revived. 

Dr. Martin, the father, said of it: ‘‘ It has 
been a great shock to us all. We had no idea 
that there was an agg ow of the operation re- 
sulting fatally, hysicians seemed to feel 
so sure that it be oa be done with perfect 
safety that any fears we might have had were 
allayed. We blame no one, for we have been 
assured that all was done possible to medical 
- skill to save his life.”’ 

Dr. Paul, oculist and aurist, at No. 343 
North Clark street, said: “I had been treat- 
ing the child for earache. On discovering the 
growth back of the nose, of which the ear- 
‘ache was but a result, I advised the pareats to 
call in a specialist in nose and throat trou- 
bles. I suggested Dr. Dunn. He was called 


in and performed the operation of removing | 


the growth from the back of theear. I was 
not there when it was performed. Thechild’s 
general health was not good.” 
' Dr. W. A. Dunn, whe is professor of throat 
and nose diseases in Hahnemann Medical 
vs e and conducts a. private hospital of his 
or the treatment of throat, nose, and 
pr te Wabhadicn. said: 
operations every day, and. while not more 
than one in ten thofisand results fatally 
it has unfortunately fallen to my lot to be the 
one in this case. Every precaution -was 
all operations of that 
allow no one but my 
assistant, who is an expert, to administer. the 
chloroform. I knew the child’s general health 
was not good. None suffermmg from mouth 
disease have good general health. There was 
positively no way of ascertaining that there 
would be any danger in using chloroform. 
Bata small amount was given. To the mo- 
méat I turned him over to empty the blood 
from his mouth I felt sure the opera- 
success. Then he turned 
all efforts to revive him 
were futile. I have never had a similar 
case die under my hands before. The im- 
mediate cause of death may have resulted 
from weakness in the heart or in the brain, or 
from any one of several weak portions of "his 
system, which could not be named accurately 
without a post-mortem examination. It was 
one of these cases where the general system 
had become so run down as to be unable to 
stand the operation, though so far as could be 
learned by an examination the probabilities 
were that the operation could be made with 
perfect safety,

CAUSE OF THE WRECK UNKNOWN, 


Coroner’s Investigation of the Forty-ninth 
Street Railroad Accident Concluded, 

At the Coroner's inquest on the bodies of 
the two victims of the wreck on the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois railroad Sunday night, 
Mrs. Anna McDonald of No. 8001 Vincennes 
road and M. E. Johnson of Chicago Heights, 
the verdict of the jury was that death was ac- 
cidental and the cause of the accident to them 
unknown. 

James W. Warner, Master of Transporta- 
tion on the Western Indiana; F. C. Doran, 
General Roadmaster and Engineer; and John 
Gray, section foreman of the same road, testi- 
fied that they had carefully inspected the track 
and ears after the accident ana could assign 
no positive cause of the casualty.

AMERICANS CHRISTIANIZED BY LAW. 


The Rev. A. T. Jones So Informs the Secular 
Union—Final Session of the Congress, 

The Secular Union Congress yesterday list- 
ened to an address by the Rev. Alonzo T.

by P. J. O’Shea and W. F. Jamieson on 
‘Secularism and Progress” and ‘The 
Thinker’s Enemy—the Church.” The Secre- 
tary was instructed to forward expressions of 
sympathy to President Harrison and family 
in their bereavement in the death of Mrs. 
Harrison.

OODE OF RULES ADOPTED BY THE 
NATIONAL OOMMISSION. 


It Is Decreed That the Exposition Shall Be 

 Olesed Sundays—Price of Admission 
Fixed at 50 Cents—Bureau of Transpor- 
tation to Be Organized to Place Ex- 
hibitse—Nearly All Exposition Bonds 
Taken—Arkansas Uas a Building—Pho- 
tographing on the Grounds. 

Exhibiters at the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition will be governed, so far as their rights 
are concerned, by rules adopted yesterday by 
the World’s Columbian Commission, the per- 
sons appointed by the President of the United 
States to look after the interests of intending 
exhibiters. 7 

This body of men, commonly called the 
National Commission, at its session yesterday 
swept the whole field of rules and relieved the 

’ Board of Directors of Chicago from any worry 
in providing regulations for the administra- 
tion of the Fair so far as exhibiters are con- 
-cerned. According to Sec.-7 of the Act of 
Congress these rules should emanate from the 
local directory. 

The commission could: only remain here 
one day longer, and, asit had the rignt of 
modification, it yesterday took afew rules 
submitted by the directory and ‘“ modified 7 
them to the extent of covering every banch of 
Exposition service. It did so by a unanimous 
vote of sixty-four members, nine more than 
the-legal majority required to take such ac- 
tion. : 

The presumption is that little, if any, ob 
jection will be raised because the rules modi- 
fied and adopted by the commission were pre- 
sented by Commissioner St. Clair, a member 
of the Council of Administration. He took 
the precautién before bringing them to the at- 
tention of the commission to interview Di- 
rector-General Davis, Director of Works 
Burnham, Commandant Rice, in charge of 
the Columbian Guards, or police, at J ackson 
Park, and also the. heads of the various bu- 
reaus under Mr. Burnham. 

These rules were adopted after five hours 
spe nt in their discussion. } 

The opening paragraph will be of interest 
to advocates of Sunday closing and opening. 
It is as follows: 

To Be Closed Sundays. 

The Exposition shall be open for the admission 
of visitors during the six months, commencing 
May 1 and ending Oct. 30, 1893, on each day of the 
week—subject to such regulations hereinafter 
provided for—except the first day thereof, com- 
m called Sunday, and on said last mentioned 
day the said Exposition and the gates thereof 
shall be closed. 

Next the rules state that the gates shall be 
opened at 6 o’clock a. m. to exhibiters and all 
en ployés and to the public at 8 o’clock a. m. 

closed at 7 p. m., except in such cases as 
the management shall direct for special even- 
ing entertainments, and in such instances the 

gates shall close not later than 11 o’clock p. 
m. ‘The price of admission 1s fixed at 50 cents 
per capita, with the exception of children 
under 6 years of age, who will be admitted 

. A Bureau of Collections and Admis- 
sions is created, to be composed of the Presi- 
dent of the World’s Columbian Exposition, its 

Chairman of the Committee on Finance, and 
Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, and the Treasurer and Auditor. 

One clause in the rules submittea by the di- 
rectory was modified so as to permit the tak- 
ing of photographs upon the grounds and gen- 


eral views of portions of the interiors of the. 
Director- 


buildi upon the approval of the 
Gene This one clause, unless the Direct- 
or-General limits its operation, will work a 
hardship upon the Exposition management. 
The latter has gone to great expense in fitting 
out a photographic establishment, and is 
charging for pictures of the grounds and build- 
ings. ifthe Director-General shall turn the 
camera fiend loose the photographic depart- 

“ment as a paying feature will fall to the 
ground. 

An important regulation provides for the 
organization of a Bureau of.Transportation to 
be operated under the control of the Director 
of Works. This bureau will have charge of the 
receipt of all exhibits and must piace them in 

. the various buildings for installation, in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the chiefs of the 
departments. Director-General Davis has 
previously contended that he should organize 
this bureau. Inasmuch, however, as 

hysical forces are under the control of Mr. 
ore the commiussion adopted Mr. St. 
Clair’s rule. Col. Davis is, however, em- 
powered to make requisition on this force for 
any service in connection with the installation 
of exhibits, but hasn’t authority to name these 
employés. ; 

Thought the Charges High. 

When it came to the supply of electricity, 
steam, and compressed air, power from shaft- 
ing, etc., the Commussioners were in doubt as 
to the reasonableness of the fixed charges. 
Some of these were considered high, and in 
order to provide for their modification in case 
wisdom or expediency should suggest an 
change, the following resolution was aacetel 
and made a by-law: 

The Board of Reference and Control shall have 
power and authority at any time to suggest 
amendments or modifications to the rules and 
regulations fixed and established pursuant to 
Sec. 7 of the Act of Congress, and when such sug- 
gested amendments or modifications shall have 
heen presented to each Commissioner in writing 
and shall have been assented to and approved of 
by a malty of the Commissioners in writing, 
the said Board of Reference and Control shall be 
authorized to promulgate such amendment or 

modification, and thereafter any such rule shall 

be amended or modified accordingly. | 
This closed the debate, and the rules as 
modified were adopted by unanimous vote as 
previously indicated. 
Commissioner Ryan of North Dakota 
offered a resolution providing that in case 
‘liquor be sold on the Exposition grounds it 


should be dispensed at meals and no bar serv- ’ 


ice be permitted. Mr. Ryan unhappily has a 


saloon just outside the north end of Jackson 


Park, and his fellow-Cummissioners, aware of 
‘this fact, could not see any conservation of 
morality in his resolution and it was laid over 
until today. 

“I don’t know what rules the commission 
has adopted,” said President Higinbotham 
of the ard of Directors last night. ‘“‘ If 
P| are fair I presume the directory will be 
glad to operate under them. We requested 
the Council of Administration to prepare 


rules by way of suggestion, nearly a month 


ago. I guess there will be no trouble.” 
Commissioner Lindsay said the rules would 
be observed. ‘The regulations we have 
dified,”’ said he, “* cannot be avoided. An 
exhibiter could bring suit for damages in 
case the directory, without the consent of the 
commission, should alter them.” 


NEARLY ALL THE BONDS TAKEN. 


Only $500,000 of the Exposition 6 Per 
Cents Yet on the Market. 
The subscription books for the sale of the 
$4,000,000 Exposition 6 per cent bonds closed 
‘siast night. The books show that of this amount 
$8,500,000 has been placed, leaving $500,000 
to be subscribed. 

President Higinbotham, referring to the 
sale; said that he considered it a remarkably 
good showing. The bonds have thus far all 
been placed in Chicago and Mr. Higinbotham 
thought the rest would be taken here. 

J.J. P. Odell, a member of the Bankers’ 
committee which placed the bonds on the 
market, said the banks of Chicago had. sub- 
scribéd liberally and he apprehended no difti- 
culty in placing the remainimg bonds in pri- 
vate hands within the next two days.

MODEL POSTOFFICE FOR THE FAIR. 


All Mail Matter for Those at the Grounds 
Will Be Handled There. 

Wasutnerox, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
Post:naster-General Wanamaker and Gen. A. 
D. Hazen, during their recent sojourn at Chi- 
cago, held a long conference with Postmaster 
| Sexton of that city relative to postal facilities 
during the Columbian Exvyosition. It was ex- 
plained to the visiting officials that there had 
been an enormous increase in mail matter 
despite the fact that the Wourld’s Fair would 
not be opened until May 1, 1893, and sums- 
thing must be done to relieve this new press- 
ure. Finally it was decidea that the force in 
the Chicago main office should be imcreased 
and a substation established in the Govern- 
ment Building at Jackson Park. 

‘*We have been allotted about 5,000 square 
feet in the Government Building,’’ remarked 
Gen. Hazen, “in the southwest corner ad- 
jacent tv the Manufactures structure, and 
there we propose to establish our postal sta- 
tion. Congress appropriated $40,000 for clerk 
hire and incidental expenses of this station, 
which will be in charge of a superintendent, in 
addition to $23,000 for transporting mail 
matter trom the railroad station into the 
| Government Building. Here we propose to 
show a model postal station after Jan. 1, 1898, 
and there will be hourly deliveries on the Ex- 
position grounds throughout the day. 
postal railway car will also be practically 


} operated, thus giving us additional room. At 
esent mail for employés and others at the 


r 
eeaiiiom grounds is distributed from the 
Hyde Park postal station, but after we get in 
running order all mail matter for people at 
the Fair will be sent direct and the Chicago 
Postoftice will be compelled to handle only 
local mail matter.’’’ 

In addition to the working model of a post- 
office the exhibit or the Postoffice Department 
postage stamps, stamped envelopes, and 
curious articles of mail matter which have ac- 
cumulated in the Dead Letter Office. A new 
feature of the display will be artacies wnich 
have been sent in during the last three years 
in compliance with an invitation of the Post- 
master-General, by Postmasters and others, 
consisting of relics and curiosities pertaining 
to the postal service. Another feature of the 

tal exhibit will be articles contributed or 
oaned by foreign tal administrations illus- 
trating the postal service in the respective 
countries from which they are received. By 
these means the Postmas‘er-General hopes 
that strangers from abroad and elsewhere will 
be more iaterested than ever before in an ex- 
hibit made of postal facilities, the intention 
being to make this in every respect the model 
exhibit of the world. 


AUSTRIA’S GREAT PREPARATIONS. 


Her Merchants and Women Will Make Fine 
Exhibits. 

Vienna, Oct. 25.—Dr. Zapf, the Secretary 
of the Lower Austrian Chamber of Commerce, 
says the interest in the forthcoming Chicago 
exhibition is being ** boomed ’”’ in grand style 
in manufacturing circles in Vienna. Fully 
600 large firms will send exhibits composed 
chiefly of tiles, glass, tapestries, wood carv- 
ings, and mother of pearl. In addition to 
the large exhibition committee of Vienna 
merchants, a ladies’ committee has also been 
formed here for the purpose uf forwarding ex- 
hibits of women’s industry. The Grand 
Duchess Maria Theresa 1s the President of 
this committee. 

Maprztp, Oct. 24.—Count De Casa Miranda, 
President of the Royal Commission for the 
Chicago Fair, said today: ‘* The Spanish sec- 
tion is very backward for various reasons. It 
will not be ready till the last moment, but 
when completed it will be a good exhibit.”’ 

Pants, Oct. 24.—Count Felix de Vaillefroy 
Secretary of the Champs Elysées saloon and 
member of the French art jury for Chicago, 
said today, after astudy of the World’s Fair 
buildings: ‘** 1 admire greatly these magnifi- 
cent structures. I never imagined the Exhi. 
bition was of such importance. It is really sad 
to think that such grand works will be soon 
demolished. I hope the City of Chicago will 
preserve at least some of them.” 


Arkansas Has a Building. ° 

CuicaGco, Oct. 23.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In Tue Tripune of yesterday the following ap- 
pears: “Alabama and Arkansas have made no 
appropriations as States. It is understood that 
they will yet be represented by subscriptions 
which will enable them to erect buildings. So 
far they are not represented on the grounds.” 

This is true as to both the States named as re- 
gards appropriations by the Legislatures, and as 
regards the State of Alabama about buildings, 
but isunjustto Arkansas. She hasa building 
nearly two-thirds completed, two stories high, 60 
x80 feet,on the grounds, between Minnesota and 
Florida, facing the Kansas Building. It was de- 
signed by an Arkansas lady now a resident of this 
city, Mrs. Jean ot gregeey c Douglass.

THEY ARE NOT HAPPY. 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS ALARMED 
OVER BREWER’S DECISION. 


Long and Direct Lines Likely to Suffer 
from the Competition of Joint Lines— 
The Long and Short Haul Clause Se- 
cured the Maintenance of Through 
Rates—Arbitrators Getting Ready to De- 
cide the Denver Rate Case—Car Famine 
in the West—Other Railroad News. 


Railread officials do not know whether to 
weep or rejoice over the decision of Judge 
Brewer in the United States Circuit Court at 
St. Paul last week. His decision is, in effect, 
that where two railroad lines promulgate 
joint rates the line thus formed is an inde- 
pendent one and neither company is bound to 
adjust its local tariff to the joint tariff, or, 
in other words, it absolves such companies 
fron: complying with the long and short haul 
clause of the Inter-State Commerce law. 

There can be nodoubt that the intermediate 
or small lines, which form links or connec- 
tions of through routes, will be benefited by 
the decision, but it is feared that the long and 
direct lines will suffer if the decision of 
Judge Brewer holds good. The Kock Isl- 
and, for instance, which runs to St. Paul 
over the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern and Minneapolis and St. Louis 
rvuads, could make as low rates as it 
pleased between Chicago and St. Paul with- 
out interfering at all with the local rates on 
either of the three lines which form the Albert 
Lea route, while on the other hand the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, which runs through 
from Chicag> to St. Paul over its own line, 
would have to adjust its local rates to the 
through rate, thereby placing it at a disad- 
vantage. The Sapta-Fé and Burlington would 
have to conform with the long and short haul 
clause on Denver rates, while the Alton, Mil- 
wauke2e and St. Paul, or Northwestern, in con- 
nection with. the Union Pacific, could make 
Denver rates as low as they wanted to with- 
out interfering with their local rates. 

Such a condition of affairs it is feared would 
lead to serious rate wars and cause the forma- 
tion of any number of roundabout rates for 
the purpose of participating in through traffic, 
which they were unabie to touch heretofore. 
It is admitted by prominent raiiroad officials 
that the long and short haul clause of the 
Inter-State Commerce law has proved a good 
thing for the direct through lines, as it securel 
the maintenance of through rates. Manya 
railroad war has been prevented during the 
last few years by the fact that a reduction in 
the rates to and from large business centers 
would have carried with it a corresponding 
reduction in rates to and from intermediate 
local points. The long and short haul clause 
has had the effect of bringing about the con- 
solidation of smaller lines and absorbing 
small lines by large ones. Judge Brewer's 
construction of pow, fl would reverse the con- 
dition of affairs and lead to the dismem ber- 
ment of the long lines and the placing of the 
different branches uuder separate manage- 
ments in orderto be able to compete with 
lines formed of two or more independent cor- 
porations. 


WILL DECIDE A CELEBRATED CASE. 


Arbitrators Hearing Arguments in the 
Santa Fe’s Denver Rate Reductions. 

General Passenger Agents E. A. Ford, A. J. 
Smith, and C. P. Atmore, appointed some 
time ago to arbitrate the question of appeal of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé from the 
decision of Chairman Caldwell tinding that 
road guilty of violation of agreement in hav- 
ing reduced the rate tothe Knights Templar 
conclave at Denver last summer without 
authority from the Chairman, met at the 
Victoria H..tel yesterday and heard arguments 
of the various parties interested. > 

The feeling against the Santa Fé on the 
part of its competitors which existed at the 
time the cut rate was made has passed away, 
and po one, not even Chairman Caldwell, 
would shed any tears if the decision should be 
in favor of the Santa Fé. Should the arbi- 
trators sustain Chairman Caldwell serious 
trouble would no doubt ensue, as the Santa 
Fé would in that evént have to pay a fine 
amounting to about $40,000. There is no 
probability that the Santa Fé would pay such 
a fine, and its refusal todoso wvuld compel 
Chairman Caldwell to suspend the Santa Fé 
from membership for contempt, just as was 
done by Chairman Finley in a similar case 
about two years ago. 

To take the Santa Fé out of the association 
in addition to the Alton would make the fur- 
ther continuance of the association problem- 
atical. None of the roads desire the dissoln- 
tion of the association at this time, especially 
as its affairs, since Chairman Caldwell has 
succeeded in bringing about a restoration of 
St. Louis and Kansas City rates, have much 
improved. If the decision is in favorof the 
Santa Fé, as it probably will ve, everything 
will be lovely and the association will be in 
better shape than it has been for some time 
past, with a prospect of getting the Alton back 
within its folds. 


CAR FAMINE IMMINENT. 


Grain Movement from the West Impeded 
by a Searcity of Cars. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 25.—[Special. |—The 
greatest car fainine in the history of the West 
appears to be imminent. The roads center- 
ing in Omaha are commencing to shut down 
on receiving wheat and corn. There is not a 
railway in these parts that is not from 300 to 
400 cars short of the actual requirements and 
the prospect for a let upin the demands 
grows less every day. 

Grain is moving earlier thie year than last, 
due in most part to better roads in the coun- 
try and less rain. Last year the season was so 
late the farmers could not take the time from 
seeding to go to market and it was late in the 
fall before they were confronted with a short- 
age in transportation facilities. Now, with 
everything in their favor, with the winter 
wheat planted, and tnis season’s corn assured, 
they turn their attention to last season’s crop, 
marketing it as fast as possibile. 

The Miiwaukee is particularly short of cars 
on account of the movement of grain from 
the Northwest; the demand from the Dakotas 
being of such a character that it cannot be 
ignored.

THOMAS F. GILROY PHOTOGRAPHED, 


Grover Cleveland’s Pet Editor Shows Him 
Up tn Colors, 

E. L. Godkin, editor of the New York 
Evening Post, chief organ of Grover Cleve- 
land, has prepared and published the follow- 
ing biographical sketch of Thomas F, Gilroy, 
the Tammany Democratic candidate for 


Mayor: 

Thomas F. Gilroy, known in his younger 
days as “Hickory Facé Tom,” is Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. He was Tweea’s 
messenger, and remained with Tweed until 
he went into the employ of “Prince Harry”’ 
Genet. When “Prince Hal” was Senator, 
Gilroy was his confidential clerk and looked 
after his private business. Prior to this and 
during the years 1868-69 and "70 he was car- 
ried on the pay-rollsof the city under the 
designation, * Sixth Clerk of the Croton 
Aqueduct Department.” At this time it was 
customary to carry innumerable clerks on the 

ay-rolls under all kinds of designations when 
ittle or no work was done. is was a sys- 
tematic part of the Tweed machinery. When 
Genet and Tweed werein the height of their 
power Gilroy succeeded in securing an appro- 
priation, which will be found in the City Ap 
propriation bill, Cha 79 of Laws of 1870, 
p. 884, and which reads a8 follows: 

Tc Thomas F. Gilroy, for salary as Sixth Clerk 
of Croton Aqueduct partment, from the Ist 
day of March, 1868, to the Mth day of April, 1870, 
$3,170.50. Hereafter ali carr ing in the City of 
New York shall be laid 1 width and north of 
Fourteenth street shall be such material as the 
Commissioner of Public Works shall direct. The 
Commissioner of Public Works may contract for 
the regulating and grad of Tenth avenue from 
Manhattan street to One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
street. 

After Genet’s conviction, flight, subsequent 
surrender, and imprisonment, Gilroy occu- 

ied a more humble place in the public eye. 

n 1876 Judge Henry T. McCowan made him 
assistant clerk w the Ninth District Court, 
and this place he held until 1886. He was se- 
lected as the best man to run Grant’s canvass 
in 1884. This he couducted in so‘ masterly a 
way as to establish his credit for ability and 
to give him a mortgage on Mayor Grant’s 
favor. When Tammany secured its success 
through the election of the county officers in 
1885 Gilroy became Deputy County Clerk 
under: Flack. . Judge Donohue appointed 
him receiver of Mitchell, Vance & Co., in 
which receivership he worked so well and 
satisfactorily as to win very a eredit from 
the business community, the lawyers in the 
case giving him an indursement quite as glow- 
ing in its terms as that given by the lawyers 
to Grant for his administration of the 
Shrievalty. But the appointment of an ob- 
scure and irresponsible politician of disreputa- 
ble antecedents to be receiver of the assets of 
a large business house Was @ scandal which re- 
called some of the worst acta of Bernard and 
McCunn.

Martin, whose 
qualifications for the office atid anterior train- 
ing will hereinafter be alluded to. Gilroy was 
satisfied to take ‘**Guts’’ Golden, who is a 
watchman in the Fire Department, as a bonds- 
man for his Deputy Commissioner. ‘ Guts” 
is a great man in his way and a sample Tam- 
many ‘“‘heeler.”’ He owns the buildimg at No. 
56 South Fifth avenue. On the first floor is a 
rum saop, which is regarded as his property.

in 1883 he was a “ fireman ”’; in 1881 a ** tan-

a power for Tammany Hall,.and, it is said, 
has secured the appointment of more police- 
men than any other man in the city..

Department. His son, Charles Golden Jr., is 
entry clerk in the Surrogate’s office at a salary 
of $1,600 a year, and he has two daughters who 
are teachers in the public schools. 


INSURANCE NEWS. 


At the adjourned meeting of the Chicago 
Fire Underwriters’ Association yesterday, the 
subjects discussed were the allowance to be made 
for the mercurial fire-alarm and the reduction 
in tannery rates. The allowance of 1-10th of 

per cent for an automatic mercu- 
rial fire-alarm was abrogated by the board 
some time ago. The question yesterday was, 
whetber.thoe time should be extended or the rule 
of the board be in some way modified. The mat- 
ter was laid on thetabie. Regarding tannery 
rates, it was decided to make the rate on tan 
bark in tannery-yards 75 cents as a_ basis, with 
further charges for exposure, at the discretion of 
the Superintendent of Surveys. Hides in vats, 
where the finishing rooms are in the same build- 
ing, are to have arate of two-thirds that of the 
published rates on the contents of the tannery, 
such as machinery, but where the vats are in one- 
story buildings and the finishing is done in a 
separate structure, the rate ia to be one-third the 
published rate on the contents of the tannery, but 
never to fall below 4 of 1 per cent. 


The Rascher Map company are out with a 
circular offering Chicago maps for $10 per volume, 
which cost at least $60. Itis apparently an at- 
tempt by the Sanborn Rascher combination to 
sweep its competitor, the Central Map company, 
out of existence, and it gives Chicago agents a 
chance to obtain cheap maps, but whether the in- 
surance companies want the Central Map com- 
pany annihilated and the Rascher monopoly re- 
stored remains to be determined. 


Compared with last year this year’s losses

Only $52,000 
of its $200,000 capital stock was secured there and 
the rest will be placed among the company’s 
general agents. 

John Wocher, local agent in Indianapolis 
for the Atlas and other companies, arrived yes- 
terday. He says business down there moves 
smoothly and quietly under the board's control.

FOR PRISON REFORM. 


MR. MOULTON’S OHARITABLE VISITS 
TO PENAL INSTITUTIONS, 


A Retired English Meréhant Spends His 
Time in Examining Jails and Peni- 
tentiaries in the Interest of Convicts— 
Silks from France for the Exposition— 
German Antipathy to French Products 
—New York Approves the Dedication 
Ball—Hotel Arrivals, 


Edgar Lydon Moulton of London, England, 
a retired East Indian merchant, who is in the 
United States examining penal institutions on 
behalf of the Prison Reform Society, arrived 
at, the Palmer yesterday after an inspection of 
numerous prisons in the East. Mr. Moulton’s 
sympathies were aroused in behalf of convicts 
by seeing the brutality of certain officials in 
the convict camps of Australia,‘ and after his 
retirement from active business ten years ago 
he began-the work which he is now engaged 
in of inspecting prisons and laboring in behalf 
of prisoners. Heis not in the employ of the 
Prison Reform Society, but reports of his 1n- 
vestigations are sent the Secretary of the 
society in England. ; 

Ee In my visit to the United States I have 
visited several of the larger jails and peniteu- 
tiaries,” said Mr. Moulton yesterday, ‘‘ and 
for the most part I have found them well con- 
ducted, and in most instances I have found 
the prisoners well. fed and well cared for. I 
was a witness to one piece of brutality, how- 
ever, that I have since wished I might have 
been spared, the attack made on a prisoner 
in the Auburn (N. Y.) penitentiary who was 
attempting to escape. A prisoner who be- 
cones upruly deserves punishment, but not 
such punishment as that I saw inflicted. 
I had visited the Sing Sing prison, and last 
Sunday | paid a visit to the State penitentiary 
in Auburn. I was told on my arrival there of 
the disappearance of a prisoner, Oliver Curtis 
Perry, the bold train-robber, It seems, from 
the story told me, Perry had been locked up 
in a dungeon for an attack on his keepers with 
a knife, and that he had succeeded in digging 
his way from that cell to an adjoining one, 
which was unlocked, ana in escaping, This 
was Saturday. He had hidden in the broom 
factory, and a careful search had failed to un- 
earth him. Sunday afternoon he became 
desperate through hunger. In trying to crvss 
an open space tu the collar factory he was dis- 
covered and a keeper caught him. A second 
keeper coming -- rabbed a heavy billet of 
wood and, though Perry was not then unruly, 
hit him over the head, knockmg him insensi- 
ble and injuring him so badly I was told 
he could not recover. The assault on the 
prisoner seemed to me to be entirely uncalled 
for and unprovoked. 

**I did not see Warden Dunstan, but I am 
told. he is an efficient man, handicapped, 
though, by the system in vogue of appointing 
all keepers and guards from the army vf poli- 
ticians hanging on the party in power. It has 
destroyed system, if system ever existed, in 
the prison, and has made it a place where 
prisoners are kept in subjection only by brute 

orce. 

**T have traveled all over Europe visiting 
prisons, and at the time of the prison reform 
congress in St. Petersburg some years ago I 
saw the prisons of the Czar. Much as they 
are to be condemned, I have never seen nor 
heard directly of a single piece of brutality 
which equaled the attack made on the de- 
fenseless prisoner in Auburn last Sunday.”’ 

‘*What are your impressions regarding pris- 
ons in the United States, aside from this one 
particular instance of brutal treatment?” 

‘“*My impressions are favorable, I find 
prisons here much better from a health stand- 
pomt thar English or other European pris- 
ons. They are more roomy, lighter, and bet- 
ter ventilated, and the sanitary conditions are 
better than ours. There is the advantage of 
newness and then the lesson has been learned 
that strength does not necessarily mean thick- 
ness of walls and smallness of windows. Keep- 
ing prisoners at work is much more humane 
than to keep them locked im small cells with 
nothing to distract their thoughts from their 
gloomy and cheerless surroundings.”’ 


Henri de Berwyn, managing partner of 
a large silk manufacturing concern in 
Lyons, France, was at the Auditorium yester- 
day conferring with his agent in the United 
States CWncerning a silk display at the World’s 
Fair next year. The silk manufacturers in 
France are determined to make an exhibit in 
Chicago next year that will excel even the 
displays in the Paris Exposition of 1889. 

‘*T have recently made a trip through Ger- 
many,’’ he said, ** and a stipulation made by 
a big wholesale house in Berlin in giving an 
order for goods of French manufacture flius- 
trates the feeling among certain classes of 
Germans against the French. This firm or- 
dered a German brand put upon the order for 
goods which they gave, with all trade-marks, 
prices, and wrappings to be printed in Ger- 
man. If you remember the German Emper- 
or ordered the Empress to revoke an order 
for some gowns placed with a celebrated 
Parisian modiste some months ago and to or- 
der gowns in future in Berlin. Since that 
time the nobility of Germany have refused in 
many instances to purchase goods of French 
manufacture. Hence the stipulation in the 
order mentioned.”’ 


** New- Yorkers who came to Chicago wita 
feelings of lukewarmness or indifference 
toward the World’s Fair went home warmly in 
sympathy with Chicago and the Exposition,”’ 
said J. Seaver Page of New York yesterday.

The man- 
agement was perfect, and adverse criticism is 
beyond me. never saw more perfect taste 
displayed. New York has never shown any- 
thing comparable with it either in the number 
of distinguished guests or in the magnifi- 
cence of appointments.”’

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“IT CONSUMES CARBON. 


A SMOKE-OONSUMING DEVIOE RE- 
OENTLY INVENTED. 


The Mode of Application So Simplified and 
Perfected as to Make It Practically a 
New Type of Smoke Consumer—Tried 
with Success at the Power-House of the 
Union Switch and Signal Company— 
Details of Its’Construction—Emil Kun- 
zer the Inventor and Patentee, 

A-new smoke-consuming device is being 
tried with marked success on the furnaces at 
the power-house of the Union Switch and Sig- 


nal company:at Twenty-first street and Stew- | 


artavenue. The device was recently invented 
and patented by Emil Kunzer, and is claimed 
to be sv easily adjusted to any type of furnace 
and so simple in both construction and opera- 
tion as to make its use economical and profit- 
able on any style of boilers. 

The idea on which it is constructed is the 
old one of applying a steam jet carrying with 
it a current of fresh air, but the inode of ap- 
plication is so simplified ana perfected as to 


/ make it practically a new type of smoke con- 
. Sumer. 


‘Emil Kunzer, the inventor, is a foreman of 
machinists at the C., B. and Q./ roundhouse, 
where he was engaged in work on the furnaces 
and boilers of engines, and there got his ideas 
of how smoke should be consuined. The first 
trial of his device was made on engine No. 
500 of the C., B: and Q. road. It proved very 
successful nut only in consuming smoke but 
in assisting the fireman to get steam up. 
No quantitative tests were made, but the de- 
vice is in use today on the engine and is very 
putisfactory. 

The plant at which the Kunzer smoke con- 
sumer is being tried is operated to furnish 
power for working pneumatically tne switches 
and signals which the Union Switch ana Sig- 
nal company is constructing at the Stewart 
avenue crossing and to furnish electric light 
for the signals. The boilers are of a special 
type known as the tubular return draft and 
were made for the Union Switch and Signal 
ecmpany by Monroe & Son of Pittsburg. Pa. 
The fire-boxes are of the ordinary pattern, 
Two boilers were fitted with the device. 

Four one and three-quarter-inch holes were 
firat drilled in the face of the fire-box on each 
boiler. Then the edges were chipped true and 
fiat. In these holes were inserted short 
pieces of inch and a half pipe, which had been 
flaitened at one end so as to throw the jet of 
steain and air in a horizontal fan over the 
burning coals. Tanped «1 to these’ pieces of 
inch and a half pipe were “L's” of brass, 
which fitted closely «gainst the outside of the 
fire-bux and completely filled the opening. 

Essential Method of the Device. 

In the brass “ L’s,’’ which are placed in 
front of ench opening, consists essentially the 
method of the device. They are made of cast 
brass and are machine finished. One end 
screws on to the inch and a hulf jet preces and 
the other opens into the outside air. If no 
steam were used these would still assist 
ce aoe d in the consum} tion of the smoke by a 
consideratje draft of air Over the burning 
coal. But the middle ofthe brass casting is 
furnished with a sinall inlet for the entrance 
of a jet of steam. This steam jet is obtained 
from a three-quarter inch pipe, which taps on 
to the main steam pipe and runs over the face 
of the boiler to the sinoke consumer in front. 
The steam jets are admitied into the’ middle 
of the ** L’s”’ of brass by a special arrange- 


ment through a hole about one-sixteenth | f 


an inch in diameter. The jet is turned inwafd 
toward the fire and with it comes a large cur- 
rent of outside air. The oxygen thus supplied 
when itis most deficient—above the coal— 
consumes all the particles of carbon in the 
smnoke and makes it light and almost color- 
less. This necessarily means a great saving 
of fuel or a large yield of heat for a given 
amount of coal. 

The-noise of the escaping steam jets and 
consequent rush of air into the pipes would 
be very disagreeable were it not fora very 
simple and effective device which the inventor 
has applied. It consists of a four-inch pipe 
running from the outside of the boiler-house 
and fitting onto the open ends of the brass 
* L’s”’ of the smoke consumer. This pipe at 
the same time furnishes a plentiful supply of 
fresh outside air, and also removes the scream- 
ing sound of the escaping steam jets. A branch 
of this four-inch pipe also runs up to the stack 
. above the dome of the chimney, and a simple 
ap age enables the operator to obtain 
his supply of air for smoke consumption from 
either the warm air above the boiler or the 
cold outside air. When green coal is thrown 
into the furnace the outside air is used, as be- 
ing more rich in oxygen and expandmg when 
heated over a larger space, Wheus the fire is 
well coked the hot-.gir is used as bemg amply 
sufficient for smoke consumption and not 
agree the extra amount of heat contained 
in itself 

Gace Drawback of the Consumer, 

One drawback of the Kunzer smoke con- 
sumer is that it does not work with any de- 
gree of efficiency until steam is up, but this 
defect is inconsiderable where boilers are in 
constant use, and all engineers claim the 
privilege of lettimg their chimneys smoke 
while “ firing up.”’ 

A reporter for Tuer Trisune visited the 
power-house at Stewart avenue to see the de- 
vice in operation. A lot of green coal was 
thrown into the furnaces and poked until 
dense black volumes of smoke poured out of 
the tall chimney, and a visit from the Smoke 
Inspector was momentarily expected. Then 
by merely opening asmall valve the con- 
sumer was turned on. The effect was magic- 
al. In less than half a minute the smoke had 
all disappeared, and but a light wreath which 
looked like steain floated out from the top of 
the stack. The experiment was repeated sev- 
eral times with equa! success. 

Mr. Kunzer, the inventor, was exhibiting 
his device, and gave the following facts re- 
garding it: 

The smoke consumer can be applied to ordinary 
boilers by asingle workman in three days orina 
bi oportionately shorter time by more workmen. 

f this time it is only necessary that the fires be 

shut down two hours. It is easily repaired, 
all removable joints being fitted lke stovepipe, 
80.that the whole arrangement can be overhauled 
in an hour without necessitating any abatement 
in the fires. No care or intelligence is required in 
the engineer or firemen beyond opening a valve 
toturniton. The amount of steam used is inap- 
— and is less than that lost ata leaky 

Mr. Kunzer claims a saving of 5 per cent of 
coal, though as yet no quantitative tests have 
been made, the device never having been tried 
before except in thease of th € Chicago, Bur- 
lington an Quincy engine. * He will equip 
any boiler with the invention for $100, so that 
it should pay for its cost in most furnaces in 
a short time. He can be found at No. 656

Kunzer is now studying the application 
of his consumer to tugs, and hopes- to solve,

SIDE-TRACKED BOOM. 


STREET RAILWAY STOOKS DO NOT 
RESPOND TO BULLISH REPORTS. 


* 

Transfers Made to the Second Account 
Yesterday for the First Time—Moderate 
Activity in Grain and Provisions on the 
Local Exchange—Large Receipts Ke- 
sponsible for an Early Break— Interest 
in January Hog Product—News from 
Other Commercial and Financial Centers, 


There is too much long stock in the account. A 
result of the anxiety to transfer stock from the tirst 
to the second account has been lower prices. It 
was that feature that dominated the stock market 
yesterday. West Side street railway stock was 
decidedly weak, falling to 214% for the account, 
and closing at 215 regular. The appearances in- 
dicate that a good many brokers and some of 
their customers bave taken on lines of West Side 
stock in the account with the idea that the boom 
was to continue and carry prices well beyond 220. 
When those expectations were not realized they 
began to either unload or transfer to the second 
account, which was first traded in yesterday, and 
as a result prices have steadily deciined. 

The same influences do not control the situa- 
tion in North Side stock. The speculative inter- 
ests which have dominated the market for West 
Side have had little or nothing to do with North 
Side. The advance there has been the result of 
legitimate investment buying to alarge extent, 
and itis consequently more steady. The statement 
of last week's operations and the deductions as to 
the possibility in the way of increases on account 
of World’s Fair earnings made a much more fa- 
vorable comparison for North Sidethan it did 
for West Side stock, and that has probably had 
something to do with the strength of the market. 

More talk than usual was heard yesterday in 
conservative quarters about stocks being on too 
high a basis. It is easy enough to admit that 
these Street railway stocks are by all odds the 
best thing in the way of investment securities in 
Chicago, but even admitting all of that 
ana admitting all of the possibilities 
of the future, there must still be a point some- 
where where they are high enough. A $20 gold 
piece is an excellent form of wealth, but it is not 
worth $21; much the same may be said of these 
Street railway stocks. If the deduction made in 
this column yesterday is a fair one, and most 
traders seem to think it was, then about all that 
can be looked forin the way of gain coming 
directly from World’s Fair traffic for the six 
menths that the Exposition is open is6 per cent 
net gain on West Side and 10 per cent on North 
Side stock.
